•weather bureau, the total precipitation 
from noon Friday until 7 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning was .57 of an inch.

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Washington, June 27.—Speaker Clark 
today told a delegation of women from 
the National 
American 
Woman 
Suf- 
frage association that "woman suffrage 
is as inevitable as the rising of tomor- 
row's sun." 


"For six thousand years," said the 
speaker, "men have been trying to run 
the world and some think they have 
made a bad mess of it. 
I hoipe that 
when you women run it you'll improve 
on it. 
I think woman suffrage is inevi- 
table. 
The only question you folks will 
have to consider is how to most expedi- 
tiously get what you are after. 
Yoxi 
can get it quicker by the states than 
by congress. 


"In some places there is a great preju- 
dice against Avoman suffrage. You want 
to remember one thing, that if you lose 
the first time you are out for years. 
Whenever the subject comes up for a 
vote in Missouri I am going to vote for 
woman suffrage. 
This is not because 
women are fitted, and I may add that 
I would not like to say that all men are 
fitted to vote. If you ever do vote, and 
I thing it is coming certainly, I hope 
you will vote for the best principles 
and the best men." 


The speaker was addressing a body 
of women from thirty-eight states who 
had presented 300 petitions for woman 
suffrage in 
the 
form 
of 
resolution» 
adopted by suffrage organizations and 
mass meetings at the time of the na- 
tion-wide demonstration on May 2. 


The delegation was to be received 
first on the house side by Speaker Clark 
and then on the senate side by Vice 
President Marshall. 
The petitions were 
distributed among members of congress, 
who have been asked to present them 
before July 8. 


Dr. Anna Shaw called Speaker Clark's 
attention to the fact that under the in- 
itiative and referendum 
the 
suffrage 
question was being submitted to tne 
voters in Missouri today. , A telegram 
was sent to suffrage leaders there, in- 
forming them of what the speaker had 
said. 


Dr. Shaw urged Vice President Mar- 
.shall to take a more decided stand on 
the suffrage question Irecause she "be- 
lieves that he believed in suffrage." 


"But I can't got awav from niv wif«. ' 
returned the vice president, "and I don't 
want to." 


"But vou might persuade her if you 
tried," said Dr. Shaw. 


One suffragist who 
wandered 
away 
from the throng about the vice presi- 
dent's office fell in with Secretary Bryan 
on his way to the foreign relations com- 
mittee. 
From her earnest gestures Mr. 
Bryan had to use some vigorous meth- 
ods to extricate 
himself.

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Wrapping 
the Garbage, 


The proposal to require the draiiiiiig and wrapping 
ot all household garbage in paper before it is deposited in 
cans for collection by the city wagons has again been re- 
vived by Dr. H. O. Bruggeman, of the city health depart- 
jnent. It is so important in everal ways that the plan 
should be quickly and gladly accepted by common con- 
sent. It is but a small task for the household to perform, 
and it returns a compensation many times over. From a 
sanitary standpoint it is invaluable as an aid to the elim- 
mation of the fly nuisance, and it Ynll add tremendously to 
the efficiency of the garbage crematory at a time when its 
capacity is steadily overtaxed. 


The point has been raised that an ordinance of this 
^aracter might not be strictly enforcable under the law— 
that a hard and fast requirement to require the wrapping 
of garbage would be impossible. Admitting the possibil- 
/ ity of a legal quibble over the matter, we still believe that 
proper effort at education along tliis line will result in a 
practically com-plete acceptance of the suggestion. Col- 
lectors of the garbage will tell you that the practice is al- 
ready followed in a good many Fort Wayne homes, and 
that where it is in vogue the resultant cleanliness is am- 
ply sufficient to deter them from ever returning to the old 
practice of dumping the kitchen refuse, undrained and un- 
wrapped, into the cans to constitute a rallying point for 
all thfi flies in the neighborhood. 


This is the season of year when most benefit is to be 
'derived from the wrapping of the garbage, and old news- 
papers about house can be put to no better service. There 
3S no need of waiting for a city ordinance or an order from 
the health department to inaugurate the custom generally 
in Fort Wayne. If you household is not already draining 
and wrapping its garbage, see that it begins to do so at 
once.

One of the greatest factors in cheap 
flre insurance is good protection against 
loss by fire. It was this object that 
Messrs. J. J. Wood, F. S. Hunting, E. A, 
Barns and Harry Evans, of the Fort 
Wayne Electric works, had in view when 
;they started the 
movement 
in 
1894 
which has resulted in the formation of 
one of the best private fire companies in 
the state. At that time there was one 
other organization 
of 
the 
kind—the 
Pennsylvania 
shops' fire company—in 
the city, but every big plant now has 
Bome kind of an organlzaifcion for fight- 


ing flre. In 1894 there were two fire 
companies at the electric works, 
both 
under the supervision of E. A. Barnes, 
the factory superintendent, under the 
title of fire chief. William Wurtle was 
captain of one 
company 
and 
Harry 
Evane captain of the other. 
After a 
while, howerer, it was considered best 
to consolidate, and the present superb or- 
ganization is th.e result. 


Mr. Bai'nes is also one of the first 
to talk of organizing the towns not sup- 


porting paid fire departments into an 
association 
for firemen's tournaments 
and other educational features. 
This 
movement resulted in • the organization 
at Montpelier nine years ago of the 
Northastern 
Indiana 
Volunteer 
Fire- 
men's association and the first tourna- 
ment was held in that city in June, 
1905. Since then toumaments have been 
held annually, interest growing in the 
meantime and the list of membership 
increasing. 
Tournaments so far have 


been held in the order named: 
At Mont- 
pelier, Newcastle, Hartford Gity, Gar- 
rett, Fort Wayne, Winchester, Dunkirk, 
Decatur and Blufi"ton. 


The Fort Wayne Electric works' com- 
pany attended each of these mcotinga 
and took active part in the exercises. In 
the hose-laying contests which is consid- 
ered one of the most important of the 
program features, that company won 
eight of the contests, losing one to the 
General Electric Lamp company at Win- 


chester three years ago.

idea, 
which has been taken up by the Panama 
exposition directors, is being enlarged. 


The national association, which is tliis 
summer extending its activities to almost 
every city in the country, is now conduct- 
ing its great national tournament. Teams 
in manj- cities are playing for their local 
championships, and later will play city 
against city, district against district, until 
the two winning teams meet to settle the 
question of supremacy. 


The P a n a m a exposition managers have 
agreed to pay t!ie expenses of the two 
winning teams next summer and have the 
championship series decided there. 


But the later plan is to stage a great 
ca.rnival of tiie amateurs. 
The 
proposi- 
tion now is to have eight amateur teams, 
representing eight districts, meet at San 
Francisco late in the summer and play a 
regular schedule of games to decide the 
championship. 


The proposition will give about 150 boys 
from many parts of the country a chance 
to

exposition, 
and 
will 
draw 
their relatives and friends to the great 
fair. 
Besides, in the estimation of many 
of the officials of the amateur league it 
will serve to redouble the interest in ama-

This means that the Moran ice plant 
and that opera4;ed by the Consumers' Ice 
company mtist run twenty-four hours a 
day, and 
that 
their supply must be 
augmented by shipments of natural ice 
daily from Pleasant Lake, and tliat the 
National Ice company, which deals in 
ice shipped into Fort Wayne, must keep 
men working most of the time. 


In meeting this demand 93 men, 63 
horses and 31 wagons are required, and 
they are kept going in hot weather from 
5 o'clock in the morning until they finish 
at night, no matter what time it may be. 


No Famine Thus Far. 


There has been no famine in Fort 
Wayne thus far this year, in spite of 
some record June weather, and unless 
something is materially wron;f with the 
two artificial plants there will be none, 
as the increased capacity of the Moran 
factory, the 
fact that the 
companies 
were able to fill the houses at Pleasant 
Lake and that a week of cool weather 
enabled 
both 
manufacturers to 
store 
some artificial ice has inade it possible 
to easily take care of the demand. 


Just 
who 
originated 
the 
question, 
" H o w would you like to be the ice 
man?" why it was originated and what 
the originator had in mind when he or 
she originated it may be hard to solve, 
but a day with one of the wagons in 
Fort Waj'ne "will convince most 
any- 
body that he doesn't want to be. 


In the first place, he has to get out 
of bed about 4 < o'clock in the morning 
just at the time that the temperature 
usually drops to a point that makes it 
possible to get some good, restful sleep; 
has to feed and harness his horses, get 
to -"jhe loading platform, fill his wagon 
and then start his dally battle with a 
lot of irritable business men and house- 
wives.

A regular progi'am is set for each day 
and the routine is carried out as nearly 
as time and conditions will admit of. 
As a general rule, the very early deliv- 
eries a r ^ m a d e to the saloons and such 
business 
houses as 
are opened before 
time to take up the homes. 


Domestic trade is supplied as nearly 
as possible in the forenoon and the lat- 
ter half of the day is devoted to filling 
big ice boxes in the. meat trade. 
Each 
driver is charged with ao much ice and 
he and his helper must account for it 
at the end of his trip. 


Proper allowance is made for melting 
by adding ten pounds to each cake, and 
this generally takes care of the shrink- 
age. 
There are big investments in the 
business and developments are following 
each other as rapidl^as-they are in any 
of the other commercial lines. 


The mistakes of former years are be- 
ing corrected, science is increasing the 
product by the use of advanced methods 
and liability of shortage in hot weather 
is rapidly decreasing.

Motor Delivery Is Coming. 


In time horse-drawn ice wagons veil 
give way to motor trucks, although the 
house-to-house delivery will probably bo 
made in the same manner as it is now. 


Speaking on the subject of motorizing 
the delivery department, Bernard Moran, 
of the Moran Ice company, said: 
"You 


will be all right, and I guess we'll all 
come to it in time. 


"These trucks can be used also for 
supplying the wagons. 
For instance, a 
driver goes out Avith enough ice to sup- 
ply his run under ordinary conditions. 
He finds more customers, or each cus- 
tomer takes more than usual, and he 
runs short. 


'TEIe may be way out in South Wayne 
or in some other remote part of town 
when his supply runs out, and the way 
the thing is done now he has to go back 
to the factory, and this takes a lot of 
time. With a motor truck it -jrould take 
only a short time to fill his wagon and a 
lot of labor would be saved."

Horses and wagons seem to be part 
and parcel of the business and are so 
closely connected with it that it is a 
hard matter for men brought up in this 
line to get to motor-driven carriers. 


Distilled Rock Well Water. 


Ice-making is practically the same the 
world over and the system in use in the 
Moran plant is also used by the Con- 
sumers. Water is pumped at the Moran 
plant from four wells, the deepest of 
which is 250 feet. 
This is pumped into 
large cisterns and from there drawn off 
and distilled before it reaches the vats. 


This renders it absolutely pure and 
wholesome. 
In the distilling process all 
possibility 
of foreign matter is elim- 
inated, hilt to make it more certain the

LARGEST ELEVATOR IN COUNTRY. 


Pennsylvania Puts Big Plant in Opera- 
tion at Philadelphia. 


The 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
will 
on 
July 1 place into full operation its new 
1,100,000 bushel grain elevator at Girard 
Point, Philadelphia. 


The new elevator iri located at the 
mouth of the Schuylkill river within a 
few hundred yards of tlie main channel 
of the Delaware river and it cost $1,200.- 
000. 
The elevator proper sits back 500 
feet from a pier 900 feet long, on both 
sides of which vessels can dock. 
It has 
an xmloflding capacity of 240 cars per 
daj^ of ten hours 
and 
has 
sufficient 
trackage to accommodate 400 cars. The 
capacity and flexibility of the receiving 
and shipping plant is further increased 
by a six-track concrete shed, two cars 
long, permitting the imlonding of twelve 
cars at once. 
The shipping gallery has 
a capacity for loading ocean steamers of 
650 feet'length, at the rate of 60.000 
bushels per hour. 
Grain is received in 
the trackshed receiving pits, and after 
unloading is carried to one of four re- 
ceiving elevator legs and 
elevated 
to 
the garner over a receiving scale, from 
•where, after weighing, it is spouted to 
bins in the workinghouse for cleaning 
or shipment to vessels, or is carried on 
a conveyor belt to the annex for stor- 
age. 
Shipping facilities to vessels are 
provided by four belt conveyors from 
the workinghouse to the pier. 


To the east of the workinghouse and 
connected to it by a concrete tunnel and 
bridge is the storage annex, consisting 
of fifty-four 13,000 bushel reinforced- 
concrete circular tanks with a basement 
»nd 
cupola. 
The 
forty 
intermediate 
spaces have a capacity of about 3,300 
bushels each. 
The storage annex has a 
capacity of more than 800.000 bushels.

A Jail Delivery. 


W i t h the completion of the new jail in 
1852, the people of Allen county 
were 
rightlj- aroused over the delivery of two 
notorious horsethieves—Laertes B. Dean 
and George Pierce- who were placed in 
the new building for safe keeping. 
"The 
jail was broken into by a gang of des- 
peradoes,"' says one of the newspapers. 
"Unless some plan is adopted to render 
the jail more secure than it now seems 
to be, the cost of construction would ap- 
pear

men escaped from the jail by burrowing 
through a wall of the Ijasement into a

The Beginning of the Great Pennsylvania 
System. 


1851.—When, on the Fourth of 
July, 
1849, the ground was broken for the con- 
struction of the Ohio and Pennsylvania 
railroad-®" at the boundary line of 
the 
states of Ohio and Pennsylvania, 
F o r t 
W a y n e 
became the centcr 
of 
activity 
in the movement to promote a line of 
railway 
connecting therewith 
and 
cre- 
ating a contintious route from New York 
to Chicago.

LOUIS PELTIER'S 


FIRST BURIAL CASKET. 


Louis Peltier, Fort Wayne's 
pio- 
neer undertaker, who waa born with- 
in the walls of the old fort, in 1815, 
conceived the idea of his life work 
while assisting to remove the skele- 
tons of the fort soldiers from the 
military 
cemetery 
which was 
situ- 
ated in the region of the junction of 
the present Wayne and Clay streets. 
This was while Mr. Peltier still waa 
in his teens, and was 
engaged 
in 
learning the carpenter and cabinet- 
making trade with 
James 
Wilcox, 
whose shop waa also the first .under- 
taking establishment in Fort Wayne. 
In the beginning the undertaker was 
also the coffinmaker. 
The first per- 
son 
for 
whose 
body Louis 
Peltier 
made the burial casket was one of 
the most noted Indians of the his- 
tory of Fort Wayne, Chief Me-te-a, 
of the Pottawattomies, whose tragic 
death in 1827 was the result of tak- 
ing poison while 
conversing 
with 
friends in the 
silversmith 
shop 
of 
"Father" Bequette. From the January

The First Locomotive. 
The first railway 
locomotive ever seen 
in Fort W a y n e was brought to the town 
on a flatboat over the canal, in charge of 
R. W. Wohlfort. 
I t was landed at the 
foot of L a f a y e t t e street and placed on 
the railroad track which extended south- 
ward on that thoroughfare. 
Many who 
witnessed 
the 
unloading 
for 
the 
first 
time looked upon a railroad 
locomotive. 
Operated by Mr. Wohlfort, the 
engine 
was p u t into service in the 
construc- 
tion work on the F o r t 
W a y n e end of

of Indiana 
voted in

election of 1851 to prohibit further set- 
tlement

negroes

The vote in Allen county stood 1,830 in 
support of exclusion and 261 in favor of 
the giving of the welcome hand to the 
black men. In 1855 County Clerk Joseph 
Sinclear, in a published notice to 
"all 
negroes and mulattos," called attention 
to the fact t h a t "the state law strictly 
requires t h a t all of them who have re- 
sided in Indiana prior to November 1, 
1851, are requested to register, and that 
all who came into the state a f t e r the 
above date are subject to a fine of not 
less t h a n $10 nor more than $500."

H. H. Stout, belonging to Messrs. Com- 
paret and Hubbell's line.

A Pleà for Immigration. 
The business men of Fort Wayne, 
filled 
with the enthusiasm by the prospect of 
outstripping the other cities of the mid- 
dle west in material progress, felt the 
need of a larger population to; cai-ry on 
the trade of the region and to cultivate 
the soil. 
Henry Rudisill, in communica- 
tions to German emigration officials, had 
already secured manysOerman 
settlers. 
On the evening of January 21, 1851, Mr. 
Rudisill presided and W. W. Carson act-

The First "Bloomers" Cause a Riot. 
In the summer of 1851 the first "bloom- 
ers" worn by women appeared 
on the 
streets of 
Fort 
Wayne. 
"Two 
yoimg 
women promenaded 
our streets 
yester- 
day 
with short dresses 
and wide 
(or 
Turkish) trousers," observed one news- 
paper.^", "The 
new 
style 
lookeil 
ex- 
ceedingly well and is bound to prevail." 
The next newspaper mention of the new 
style, however, is a column-length nar- 
rative of riot and hubbub. 
On the 24th 
of 
May, 
1854. 
a modest, 
unassuming 
country 
school 
teacher,

I Maps Showing Foster Ground and Piling 


As Placed Near River Bank Nine Years Ago i

Not in River Bed But Some 
Distance South of His 
Property Line. 


It Runs Parallel With River 
Bank as Shown by Re- 
peated Surveys. 


Foster Clearly Within His Sights in 
Protecting His Property 
From Washout 


Herewith is shown a map of the orig- 
inal government survey of thé military 
réservation at Fort Wayne, containing 
forty acres, the siu-vey being made in 
1822 by J. Riley. 
The five acres I own, 
north Q^ Columbia street, at the junc- 
tion of the three rivers, is a part of that 
forty acres. 
Study his map a moment. 
You will notice that 
the 
St. Mary's 
channel was at one time considerably 
north of where it now is and that its 
Waters then ran south aa, they joined 
with those of the St. Josetolfe-irwer. Dur- 
ing the intervening 
ninety-two 
years 
since 1822, the river has been eating 
away Upoft its south bank, until 
the 
channel has Coiiie to be as shown in the 
other map, as taken from the . recent 
topographical survey made for the city 
of 
Fort Wayiie by Engineer Asa 
S. 
Gròsvenor. 
Upon this map Mr. Gros- 
venor has shown the piling driven by 
me some nine years 
ago to 
prevent 
the river frOin scouriilg a new chan- 
nel, taking away inuch of my land and 
cutting ill two Wliat would bé left. Mr. 
Grosvenor, the city engineer, and Mr. 
Bushman, the siirveyor, all 
find 
this 
piling to be on my own land, some ten 
to eighteen feet south of my north line. 
The ground was surveyed by Mr. Bush- 
man for me at the time the piling was 
driven, that Ï might be sure to be within 
the lines of my own property. 


You wili please notice that thé piling 
is not in- the nver, but runs along the 
river bank, parallel with it. 
Bomé per- 
sons have maliciously represented it as 
a dani across the river. 


The piies are only 
nine 
inches in 
diameter and are placed so that there 
is twenty-four 
inches 
space 
between 
them. 
The planks nailèd upon these 
were purposely spaced so as to allots 
the water to pass through, the object 
being not to stop thé water, but to 
slow it, so that it would drop' thé gravel 
and sand it was carrying, aiid thus fill 
up ^hat it had before washed out. The 
piles were purposely driven low that 
they might have no effect whatever at 
high water, and they di8appéa,red fïom 
view at about a iiiné-foOt stage. 
At 
the time I bought the five acres the land 
itself was mu3i higher than thé t<^ of 
these piles, and if these 
féw 
widely 
spaced nine-inch piles obstruct thé flo"vV, 
what shall we say of the land when I 
bought it, most of • which never over- 
flowed except at very high water-^ay 
seventeen ¿o eighteen feet, instead of 
nine feet? 
This earth I stripped off the 
land to make the fill which now consti- 
tutes Columbia street, from the Nickel 
Plate track to the bridge, 
and 
Clay 
street, from Main to Columbia, as I noW 
remember it is about 60,000 yards, 
t 
was compelled to take the contract to 
fill these two streets in order to secure 
the location of the bridge at Columbia 
etreèt. 
Columbia street foriflerly had à 
dead end at Lafayette and Clay a dead 
end at Main street. 


i/ast spring à couple of gentlemen, 
and I uSe thé word advisedly, came to 
me and said, "that piling of yours does 
not, of course, obstruct the water at 
flood stages iil the river, but there are 


à lot of people who think that it does. 
Will you not consent to our sawing it 
off sây three feet 6r so?" "Sure I will," 
I answered, and it was done, so that 
now about a five-foot stage of 
covws that piling from view. 
This is 
the only request ever made to me in 
reference to it, and it was granted. All 
else that has been said about it has 
been in the form of personal abuse. 
I 
do not call to mind that personal abuse 
ever led me to do anything I did not 
wish to do. I am not made that way. 
I never had inuch usé for demagogues, 
malicious 
trespassers 
or 
blackgira-rds, 
nor for mere self-seeking pOt-house pol- 
iticians, who seek ofEôe that they may 
"do" the people, but I have all honor 
for the man who accepts public office 
and who conscientiously performs public 
duties Whether a street sweeper or a 
higher up. 


My title to this 
ground, 
north of 
Cdlunibia street, is thé same title un- 
der which the remainder of that forty 
acres, shown in the first map, is held 
and owned and frequently transferred 
by many other Fort Wayne 
citizens, 
Svho have valuable buildings or homes 
Upon them. • I am entitled, under the 
law, to thé same 
protection 
for my 
property from lawless Wretches as are 
they. 


It might be well to add just 
here 
that several hundred feét of my groimd 
to thé east of the failing is several feet

higher than the piling itself. 
Maybe 
the lawless Wretch who destroyed my 
property the other night may some dark 
ttight put in a force of teams to cart off 
my land. 


The city wants this ground of mine. 
Two Other gentlemen than the two I 
have mentioned, and again I usé the 
term advisedly, came to me and asked 
me what price ï would make upon it to 
the city. 
I said it is worth $16,000; I 
would not sell it to private parties for 
less than that; because the public needs 
it I will cut the price in tWo and make 


it 
$8,000. 
Other 
adjoining 
property 
holders asked so much more for their 
property that the city authorities called 
out appraisers and while these appraised 
other pieces of property at much less 
than the city was asked, they appraised 
mine at from $12,000 to $14,000, instead 
of the $8,000 at which I had offered it. 
If I shall establish in court, as I expect 
to do, that the malicioiis scoundrel who 
destroyed my property the other night 
was a high city official, and if the dty, 
as represented by its legally -and prop- 
erly constituted authorities, practically 


endorses, or at least condoneSi hiserinitti 
by continuing him in oflSce, that pric« 
of $8,000 will be withdrawn and the city;, 
will pay me what the sworn appraiser» 
of the court say my property is worthi 
and my action in so doing, under BUch 
circumstances, will, I 
believe, be en- 
dorsed by every fair-minded citizen of 
I'ort Wayne. 
The City of Fort Wayna 
is not entitled to that property at one-, 
half its value if it is at the same tilni 
permitting its officials to destroy a per.« 
tion of it.

With nn 
eseort of soldiers he aiTived in less than

The cipher letters completely balked us 
for many hours. 
Captain Smith, Lazaro 
Segovia, 
the 
versatile and 
courageous 
Spauiard who for nearly a year had done 
such excellent 
secret service work 
for 
me, and I, stripped for action, and with 
pencils 
and 
pads 
of 
paper 
seat- 
ed 
ourselves 
aroimd 
a 
table 
and 
racked 
our 
brnins, 
while 
Patterson, our negro soldier cook,, from 
time to time brought in copious libatioiif 
of hot and strong coffee in order

hand before the peerless S'egovia. whose 
knowledge of botli Spanisli and Tagalo 
now stood us in such good stead, found 
the key word of the cipher, which was in

The 
only 
recourse

stratAgem - t h a t is, tf> get to Aguinaldo 
under false colors. 
I t would be so im- 
possible to disguise our own troops t h a t 
dependence w(nild have to be placed on 
the IMacabebes. 
As it would be abso- 
lutely essential to 
have 
along 
some 
American officers to direot m a t t e r s they 
were to 
accompany 
the expedition 
as 
supposed 
prisoners, 
and 
were 
not 
to 
throw off t h a t disguise until there was 
no longer necessity for concealment. 


This plan was sent to General ^^^lea- 
ton. 
This officer ordered me to Manila 
for immediate consultation, and approv- 
ed the project, as also did the division 
commander. General 
MacArthur.

was to arrange with Ad- 
miral 
Remey, 
commanding the 
Asiatic 
station, 
for" a 
small 
naval 
vtjssel

words Brigada

It would be necessary, 
if we were going to utilize supposed let- 
ters f r o m Lacuna, to imitate his signa- 
tvire, Avhidi was without doubt 
known 


to Aguinaldo. 


Nearly a vear before an insurgent ol- 
ficer b y ' t h e "name of Roman Roque had 
voluntarily presented himself to me, and 
since then had been employed a t district 
headquarters as interpreter 
and 
clerk. 
He was an evpert penman and 1 set him 
to work practicing on L a c u n a s 
signa- 
ture 
I, of course, did not inform him 
as t o the object of this work. 
The faith- 
ful Roque kept at it with such success 
t h a t in a few days his work could not 
be distinguished from t h e original. 
The 
bodies of the two letters were not t o be 
filled in until we were a t sea. 


I t was now necessary to make up the 
personnel of the expedition. 
I 
selected 
as one of the ofl^eers Capt. H a r r y 
W . 
Newton, 
of the 
Thirty-fourth 
United 
States Vohmteer infantry, now a captain 
in the coast artillery corps. 
Of course, 
I took along m y efficient aide. Lieuten- 
a n t Mitchell. 
Segovia and 
Segismmido 
would 
be very necessaiy, and in 
fact 
proved 
invaluable. 
But it 
would 
be 
necessary to have some Tagalos, as La- 
(nina's force, from which this detachment 
was supposed to come, was made up en- 
tirely of men of t h a t rax». 
The selec- 
tion of these men was a very deKcate 
matter, as they wxmld have it in their 
power to ruin us by dÌ8closin:g our real 
character. 
As will he seen, they were 
absolutely/faithful. 
But I would never 
again t a k e sudi a risk. 


One of the men was Hilario Tal Pala- 
cido, who was t o be the siippo.sed chief 
of the expedition, h e being 
personally 


known to Aguinaldo. 
H had been badly 
wounded 
and 
captured 
with his 
chief. 
Gen. Pantelon Gaicia, and had been re- 
leased a f t e r taking the oath of 
allegi- 
ance. 


General Wheaton had 
selected 
as 
a 
main part 
of the expedition 
Company 
D, of the First battalion of 
Macabebe 
scouts. 
The two officers on d u t y with it 
were Capt. R. T. Hazzard. of 
Kleventli 
United States Volunteer cavalr^^, and his 
brother, Lieut. 0. P. M. Hazzard, of the 
same regiment. 
A weeding out of t h e 
Macabebe 
company 
so t h a t 
we 
Avould 
have in it only men who could 
speak 
Tagalo, 
brougW 
the 
number 
actually 
embarked down to eighty one. 


Of course, it was absolutely essential 
for them 
to discard everything in 
the 
way 
of 
their 
equipment 
as 
American 
soldiers. 
So before 8?«tling we obtained 
a- sufficient supply of the clothing of the 
coimtry. 
There was also obtaintid from 
the Manila arsenal a sufficient number 
of 
Mauser 
and Remington 
rifles, with 
the necessary quantity of cartridges. 
An 
insurgent 
company 
armed 
exclusively 
with Krags would, indeed, have been 
a 
most unusual sight. 


Admiral 
Remey 
had 
designated 
the 
gunboat 
Vicksburg, 
Commander 
E. 
B. 
Barry, to carry the expeflition, the ob- 
ject of which even he did not know. 


A t 
last 
everything 
was 
ready. 
No 
precaution had been omitted and noth- 
ing was forgotten.

POTATO RECEIPTS LIGHT. 


Wheat Prices Very Unsteady and Again

and member of an old, conservative and 
highly respected family. 


AVhen gentle, Avell-born Mary Blom- 
field, defying prison and 
persecution, 
threw herself at the foot of the throne 
and cried to the king, "For God's sake 
stop torturing women by forcible feed- 
ing!" all the. world wondered how and 
why she has dared. 


I am not a militant suffraget, but 
after three months in England I know 
why English suffragets are 
militant. 
And I have looked into the life story of 
Mary Blomfield, militant of militants. 


and can now answer also that question, 
"How and Avhy did she dare?" 


Mary and Elinor Blomffleld are immar- 
ried girls of 26 and 24. 


Their grandfather was the celebrated 
bishop of London 
(1828-1866). 
Their 
father was the best known eoclasiastical 
architect of his day, and wae knighted 
by Queen Victoria in 1889. Their broth- 
ers are empire builders. 


Sir Arthur Blomfield, when 80 years 
old, a widower with mature 
children, 
married a Miss Ryan, who became the 
mother of the startling suffragets. On 
her husband's death. Lady Blomfield re- 
tired with her little daughters to a 
country house in the stodgy Worcester- 
shire village of Broadway. 
The girls, 
shy, proud and independent, found coun- 
try life colorless.

r\EAR KID:-— 
^ 
Take it from your old brother that you've 
done a wise thing in hitting for the city. 
All this 
back to the farm stuff is good—specially for the 
poor dub who is starving to death in town—but in 
spite of the competition in the metropolis the boy 
with the real brain can get more action for it where 
the folks are thick and where, consequently, there 
are more of them who need you. 


Furthermore, there is an awful bunch of bunk 
talked about the keenness of the fight in the big 
place, and about clashing with the cleverest minds 
in the continent and all that, but the fact is the pro- 
portion isn't any larger than right here in Hodel- 
ville. And you can put it down as something I said 
that a whole lot of good jobs in the metropolis are 
held down by false alarms whom you can ring off 
in a hurry when you get wise to them. 


When you swung on to the four fifteen with your 
suitcase in your hand I was sure sorry to see you 
go, kid, for you're good live company—and your 
brother isn't in the sit by the fire class yet—and 
though my fraternal feelings may lead me astray, I 
found you square, fine and manly, like most other col- 
lege chaps I know. So I'm going to miss you and miss 
your help, but I know the city is just crying out for 
fellows of your sort, and I'm sure you'll make good. 


Don't be in any great hurry about grabbing: the 
first job you get, and don't be too humble and care- 
less about the salary thing, either. Of course you 
can't begin at the top of the heap or anything like 


that, but there is no reason why you should work for 
nothing—except that there are plenty of nice people; 
who will let you do it. 


Try to get yourself a decent wage and a decent 
job. 
It's all very well to work with your hands 
digging a ditch if that's what you're cut out for,- or 
if you have to—a whole lot better than panhandling 
or being a burglar—but if you can't land something 
better than that in the city you put your pride in 
your pocket and come home. I can pay you more 
for manual labor than they pay on the subway— 
and you'll have a lot more pleasant work. 
Sup- - 
posedly you are going to the city to increase your 
income and your usefulness, not to get muscular 
exercise. 


Another thing—don't skimp on grub. Keep your- 
self well fed always and don't insult your stomach | 
with substitutes for food. You've got a good diges- 
tion and a good constitution—you'll need 'em both t 
to make good on, and if you try to save money by ; ; 
reducing your diet below par you're cashing in half ;; 
your capital. 
I'd rather see you sending home for ;; 
money or borrowing it from your friends, for re- 
payment in the distant future, but using it to keep 
yourself up to snuff physically, than I would to see 
you nobly and .honorably starving yourself to death. 
And I mean from the standpoint of the economist, 
not of the relative.

is a fascination about^passage. 
Once we rounded a point, and 
. i)rying into the uncolored. spaces 
of the map, even when to do so 
yon 
face 
starvation, 
malarial 
fever and the sting of vile, poi- 
sonous reptiles which strike unseen with- 
out warning sound. 


All this I , encountered in my 
trip 
through the Orinoco valleys, which I 
described last week, but once safe out 
of: the. jungle the irresistible desire to 
return and trace new lines and plot new 
mountains in the unchartered reaches of 
the Amazon tributaries was strong with- 
in.me.. . 


I left San Jose, Colombia, in Janu- 
ary, .1013. 
The object of my expedition 
was to trace the course 
of some of the 
unknown rivers, among them the Caño 
"Cyaniae and the Inirida. 
With a party

t>f caucheros and two large canoes I 
were standing here and there in the 


é 


snbarked on tihe Cafío Grande 
a few 
miles to the westward of San José and 
began the descent of the river toward 
its junction with the Inirida. 


Where the rivers joined we cached one 
of thè canoes and with two months' sup- 
plies started to paddle up the Inirida in 
Bftaroh' of its source. 


It was not many days later that I 
noticed a small pimple on my leg. I dis 
infected it. for there is no use taking any 
chances in the jungle. 
Soon my ankie 
began to swell. 
The pain was terrific, 
and on the third day I saw that I was 
Buffering from sloughing 
phagadena, 
•which I must have contracted during the 
terrible experiences of my previous trip 
in the Orinoco country. 


An immediate operation was necessary. 
There was no man to perform it save 
myself. 
I shuddered at the thought, but 
the pain, in my leg and ankle goaded me. 
Kothing could be worse, and I sat down 
to the grewsome task. 


Night had fallen. 
My only light was 
a kerosene lantern which I hung to a 
tent pole. 
Two of my men watched me 
through the tent fly. 
They had instruc- 
tions how to revive me should I lose con- 
sciousness under the strain and agony. 


I injected cocaine in the limb and set 
to work. 
It ÎS not pleasant to write 
about 
I worked two hours. 
That tells 
the .story. 


F l i n e h i n s Meant Certain Death. 
/A score of times I would have given 
up, but I knew that meant death. 
As it 
was, I made a thorough operation of it 
and the wound healed fairly well con- 
Bidering that I had to boil my bandages 
over ànd. over because my supply gava 
out 
At Manaos, months later, I had it 
treated " in "a hospital, and it was not 
until then that I was absolutely relieved 
from pain. 


I. maxie many, surveys in the Caño 
Grande aiid the Inirida country. 
The 
Boil is. iremarkably fertile and would pro- 
duce.three o.r four crops a year, but'the 
climste is. Buch that white men could 
never live there unless engineers made 
possible the stupendous task of drain- 
ing the' region. 
A silence which one al- 
most feels reigns over these valleys. 
At 
times I fairly wanted to scream for the 
Bake of hearing noise. 
Voices travel 
immense distances along the rivers, and 
the söund of a rifle shot will carrom 
back and : forth frem bank to bank and 
b« repeated with-»s tensity seven or eight 
times/ ' 'Übe shores are lined with enor- 
moQS buJrushes, over which the moat 
gtttgeoUsIy 
colored 
butterflies 
hover. 
When 'they alight a toan may go close 
enough to touch them and they do not 
fly- away. 
Being ignorant ' of human 
beiofsl ^'they, seem to have no fear of 
them. 


• Paddling up the Inirida was a Titan's 
woilc. 
The current is swift and great 
tûè'traàkê imd:logsiK>metimes'>block tJie 


shallows 
snatching 
insects 
from 
the 
water plants. Toucans, with their huge 
bills 
and daintily colored sand birds 
fluttered across the waters, while parrots 
of brilliant hue and graceful egrets were 
perched in the trees. The songs of the 
smaller birds, while neither long nor 
elaborate, were delightfully tuneful and 
liquid, notably those of the flauteros, or 
flute birds, whose "hotes resemble sweet 
tôned flutes. 


Nobody, either white or Indian, seemed 
to have hunted there. The jungle is the 
haunt of the great gray tapir, or water- 
hog, and that truculent little pig, the col- 
lared peccary. 
Forest deer grazed near 
our camp quite unconcerned. 
Tapirs 
stood by the water side whistling 
and 
regarding us with lethargic curiosity. 


Roast Tapir Is Edible. 


I shot one of these animals, which 
weighed 750 pounds, and it kept us in 
food for many days. 
Roast tapir, I may 
add, has a strong resemblance to roast 
beef, but is sweeter. I also shot a magnif- 
icen speciment of jaguar, and found in its 
stomach a whole tapir, which it had re- 
cently devoured. 


While we were camped there jaguars 
occasionally came nosing about tlie mos- 
quito curtain of my tent, and I shooed 
them away like dogs. 


It is worth noting that the jaguar and 
ounce (felis once) although classed as one 
in most natural history books, are always 
regarded as separate animals by the 
natives. 
They infest these forests and 
are held in dread by the natives, many of 
whom fall victims to their fierceness. 
•Monkeys, strangely enough, are becom- 
ing less numerous in the Amazon valley, 
possibly because they are killed so ex- 
tensively by the Indians for food. 


But as in the traditional garden, the 
serpent made his abode in this South 
American Eden. 
We would be stalking 
through a 'natural trail between giant 
palms. 
Suddenly what appeared to be 
a heavy stick of timber directly in thè 
path would curl and wriggle off into thè 
jungle. 
With a sickening feeling we 
would realize that the monster snake 
could have crushed the life out of our 
bodies without exerting half its power. 
Sometimes we would spy ahead 
giant 
serpents coiled in the trees, ready to 
strike downward with bared poison fangs 
at any animal passing beneath. 
Death 
walked ever at pur sides and. unlese our 
eyes were sharp he would embrace-us. 


A boa that.-we killed was twenty feet 
long. I am confident ths^t .we saw others 
larger. 
Jaguars, too, were ever ready 
to pounce upon the unwary and they 
would attack before molested. 
They 
are ferocious, but I prefer them to 
snakes. Of alligators, iguanas and lizards 
there was an army. 


The source of the Inirida had been our 
objective, so after a few day» there^ sur- 
reying 
^ 
earrounding countiy,^^^^' 


started down stream. 
For fifty days ^ 
we floated along without seeing Üie 
mark of a human being, and having 
recovered our cached canoe and supplies 
we pushed ahead. Just below the moutli 
of the Papauanaua River we came upon 
a number of Amazon encampments. 


I use the term Amazon advisedly. 
Tlie 
inhabitants of these villages, except for 
their lack of culture, remind one of the 
women warriors of Greek 
mythology. 
It is an open question whether these may 
not be the tribes which gave the -term 
to antiquity. 


The women 
live by 
themselves,, of 
course do all the work, and even fight 
when there is occasion to. 
The men are 
transients. 
They 
travel 
through 
the 
country in bands, stopping from time to 
time at one of the settlements of women. 
There seems to be no idea of marriage 
among them, their irelations being quite 
promiscuous. 
As the men travel throug'h 
the country thfiy take the male children 
with them, leaving the girls to be reared 
by the women. 


Hard work and exposure had been tell- 
ing on my caucheros. 
They were a lazy 
lot at best and as an old man who lived 
by himself on the bank of the Inirida 
promised to get me a party of Indians 
who knew the region, I. sent my own 
men back to San José. 
The Indians 
never appeared, so after waiting a few 
days 1 engaged the old man as a guide 
and started down the Icana River into 
which the Papauanaua flows. 


In Peril from Storms. 


Four days we paddled down the Icana 
while a séries of terrific thunder storms 
and high winds ÍJlayed havoc with the 
jungle. 
A blinding gláre,' a crash, simul- 
taneously a ripping sound: like the tear- 
ing of tracing, cloth, and; a giant tree 
would 
topple 
across 
the 
stream," its 
branches thrashing' the wkter into foaiñ. 
The river was so swollen that we made 
no attempt to keep tO: the open channel,« 
but paddled through the forest, in terror 
every minute of being crushed béneath 
some giant tree. 
; 
,. / 


My guide had told ine that in four, days 
we would reach a short igairapa, or canoe 
road, and his statement proyed Correct. 
There we -came- upoti ,'an "Indian village 
inhabited by four ^ men 'and twenty-five 
women living happily'together in á state 
of ..combined polygamy and' polyandry. 
They had very ¿little food, but gave us 
some smOked m'Onkey meat,- which tasted 
very much' like chipped'beef. 
; 
', The mode of; life of. the -Amaions and 
the wtndei^g' bands of' me'p' Seemed 


quite agreeable to both. 
The idea of 
taking in marriage and settling down 
to a home does not appeal to them. 
My old 'guide expressed the attitude of 
the men toward the w'omen pretty con- 
cisely when he said 
to me:—"Young 
women plenty good. 
Old ones too much 
talk."- 


I needed paddlers and porters to con- 
tinue iny journey, and as there were no 
men I was obliged to engage women. 
As in all parts of the earth and in all 
conditions, the women were great talkers, 
and it was several days before we had 
wrangled 
ourselves 
into 
a 
bargain. 
Then the whole settlement, with the ex- 
ception of three old women and some of 
the most puny children, went up the 
river to get the supplies we had left. In 
ten days they returned and I was im- 
pressed with the fact that not an ounce 
of provisions had been, touched and not 
an article was missing. 
• 


"Wireless" in tlie Jnuale; 


With women crews and four men who 
had wandered into the village, w:e de- 
scended the river four days to a village 
of about fifty' Indians. 
To my greiat, 
surprise these people were prepared to 
receive me with great hospitality and 
made it plain that they had known of 
my "hereabouts for several days. 


My progress had heén 'reported 
to 
.them by "wireless"r. by .Indians who'had 
seen my party. 
This "wireless" system 
is conimon among the Indians of; the. 
Amazon valleys and is used frequently 
to call distant groups to tribal gather- 
ings or feasts. 
" 


Two 
long 
straight 
sticks 
of 
hard 
wood are thrust into the ground about 
two feét apart; penetrating ábout four 
feet., From , their tops thongs of a sort 
of 
tough gra-pevine are stretched 
as 
tightly as the strings of a violin and 
f^tened to -^e -branches of a tree over- 
head. .Three horizontar bars of hard 
wood aré fastened to these > thongs, so 
that the whole resembles a short lad- 
der. Then, with a mallet of hard wood, 
one.of the Indians strikes upon the hori- 
zontal sticKs, and- the vibrations are 
carried - through the ground,-for ' a dis-; 
tance of fifteemmiles. The sound at re- 
ceiving jwiáts 'ls like 
long, rumbling 


thud. 
They have a code of strokes; by<^ 
which tliey can send messages of almost 
every kind for almost incredible dis- 
tances, the wireless messages being re- 
peated from one village to another. 
In 
case of an emergency, 
when help is 
needed, a general alarm of "S O S" is 
sent out. 


We continued our journey down the 
Icana in small canoes, and as there are 
numerous Indian villages along the river 
I hired fresh crews almost every othei 
day. 
In every instance I found these 
Indians to be polygamous, the men in 
the villages. being far in the minority. 
Strange to say," they dislike to enter each 
other's territory and, as much as possi- 
ble, keep to themselves. 
The bodies of 
the males, I noticed, were all ' covered 
with great scars, which is due to a pe- 
culiar native custom. 


When a boy reaches the age of puberty 
he is made to run the gantlet to prove 
that he is entitled to enter into the es- 
tate of manhood. 
The entire village is 
drawn up into two lines, the men on one 
side, the women on the other.. All carry 
lashes of tough vine. 
The victim is 
obliged to run between the lines seyei-al 
times'during the twenty-four hours and 
each time he is severely tlògged. 
To 
lighten the blow dealt is to "insult the 
parents of the candidate for manhood. 
After each ordeal the young man is given, 
strengthening ibeats and herbs to pre- 
pare him foi the next 


The men of these tribes bear scars all 
their lives froin the gantlet cèremouy. 


Thè Indians of this part of the country, 
like tho^e in Peru, are , addicted to dope 
taking. 
The former chew the ccica leaf, 
.while on the Icana a drug known as caapi 
is used extensively, but only by the males. 
Its'effect Is similar to that of hasheesh 
(Indian hemp) or opium, but is more se- 
vere on the nervous system. 
On taking 
a small .drink of'it a man becomes deathly 
..pale, and excited, and there Is a tremor in 
eveiy liinb.. This soon passes away and a 


period of fury ensues, in which he may A pulp of the roots of the second. . The 
have to be forcibly prevented from in- 
juring himself or others. 
Following this 
period of excitement comes the next stage 
of narcosis, in which he will either work 
off the effect of the drug by dancing or 
will throw himself into his hammock and 
sleep for several days. 


These Amazon Indians have many othet 
peculiar customs. At death, for example, 
the body is buried and a month later is 
exhumed, when certain parts are burned 
off, causing a fearful stench. 
The ashes 
are then collected and placed in pots made 
from tree trunks into which intoxicating 
.drinks made from ; yucca and mannioc 
are .. po-ured. ; Tliis . horrible mixture is 
pa^ed among,the Indians, who get quite 
drunk on, the,liquor, which, they believe, 
enables them to acquire the good qualities 
of the deceased.' 


.Indians are noted for the manufacture 
of curare, which they use in their blow 
guns. 
The . , true character , of curaire 
w a s not; discovei-ed until a few decades 
ago. 
It is now known that its veno- 
mous properties are due to thé présence 
'of curarine,- a bitter crystalihe alkaloid 
obtained., from 
the , plant 
strychnos 
toxifera or - other plants of this genus 
found throughout : equatorial : America. 
• OnIy_;t.wo;or three men , in each tribe 
understand tte preparation of curare 
and know the plants from ; •^hich it is 
extracted. 
One of theSe, a: vine grow- 
ing close to the creeks, bears an apple- 
, shaped fruit, containin:; seeds embedded 
in a vèry bitter pulp. 
The other, also; 
a vine, bears small flowers of dark 
blue, but it is oqly the roots of this 
that are^ used. 
They, are crushed and 
steeped in -water" several days. .' The 
first vme is scraped into fine shavtngs 
«ùd mixed in a- jar with the crashed 


pot is then placed over a fire and kept 
simmering for hours. 
The 
shavings 
are then thrown away and several large 
black 
ants 
are 
added. 
These 
ants, 
tucandei'os, 
are poisonous, 
their 
bite 
being not only painful but dangerous to 
man. 
The concoction" is kept boiling 
until the next morning when it 
as- 
sumes a thick consistency of a browni^ 
color and is very bitter to the taste. 
The poison is then tried on some arrows 
and if it comes up to standard is ready' 
for use. 
The Indians always carry a 
small rubber pouch, strapped to 
the 
waist, containing a few. drams of curare^ 
and are very careful in handling it and 
the 
arrows. 
The 
slightest 
scrateh 
would cause a quick and easy deatiil 


In a test that I witnessed an Indian 
shot an arrow from his blow-gun at s 
monkey, which received a slight wound. 
The animal instantly stopped his gam* 
bols and seemed to fall asleep, suffer- 
ing no agony whatever, and after five 
or-six minutes its heart ceased beating.- 
The meat of animals killec in this way 
is quite good, the presence of the poison' 
having no effect on the human stdmaeh» 
as its virulence is mamf€Sted.only when • 
it is administered through t ^ akin. 


Primitive MentM CoHdltlona. 


The minds of the Aoi&zon Indians^ 
are'only in a primitive state, and it .is.^ 
difficult to get their opinions on Sub* • 
jecta requiring abstract thought T h e • 
savage, I- believe, 
thinks 
of 
nothteg-i 
except 'matters which concern his imme-. 
diate needs. He has no curiosity, 
no 
idea of a Supreme Being, but is free 
from revolting 
superstitions.

sistB of a crude form of nature trot^

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BLACK HAND SECRETS REVEALED BY CHIEF OF SECRET SERVICE 


The Black Hand's Covenant with Death

vice. 
Men like Comito the Sheep and 
De Salvatore .Romano have sought to 
break the fetters, to rise above the life 
of crime they must lead as members of 
the Black Hand, but terror, inspired by 
the vengeance they 
themselves 
have 
helped to wreak on others, chills their 
hearts and kills the good purpose in 
them. 
They are like birds 
struggling 
with their feet in the lime. 


To so hopelessly baffle men with fear 
the society must have an intricate and 
harmonious organization, and this it has. 
Many persons will be convinced of the 
grim purposes of the Black Hand when 
they know that the society has its own 
physicians. 


This is to maintain secrecy. 
Natu- 
rally enough, many disputes arise. There 
are fights, and Sicilians do not fight 
with their fists. 
Knife wounds or bul- 
let wounds result from these quarrels. 
Should an ambulance be called, or even 
I physician who is not a member of the 
Black Hand, a report would of neces- 
gity be made to the police. 
This is the 
^Bt thing desired. 


It is for this reason that the Black 
Hand society has a corps of physicians. 
It is not only to attend those injured in 
;>etty quarrels that the physicians are 
seeded. 
The code of the Black Hand 
prescribe» certain offences for which a 
¡nan must fight to preserve his honor, 
rhese affairs of honor call merely for 
flie drawing of blood by one of 
the 
principals. 


Then there are fights between mem- 
bers of the Black H a n d and other crim- 
hals, between BÎack Handers and the 
police, and sometimes even the victim 
>f a vendetta has an opportunity to put 
jp a fight and those who carry out the 
lecrees of the society need medical at- 
lention. 


Dr. Salvatore Romano was one of the 
physicians of the Black Hand society. 
Eow he was drawn into the net and 
what he was forced to do, though not 
ictually a member of the society, is a 
remarkable story and tlirows a 
great 
îeal of light on the methods and or- 
ganization of the system of which Lupo 
ind Morello were the heads. 


Dr. Romano lived in New York with 
lis mother, who was from Corleone, 
Sicily, where she and her mother bad 
>een very friendly with the family of 
kTorello. 


Wihile young Romano was a student 
in the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, a branch of Columbia University 
In the city of New York, his mother re- 
ceived a 
letter demanding a 
certain 
amount of money under penalty of Sal- 
vatore's death. The young man's mother 
and grandmother were very much fright- 
ened. Because they feared to excite him 
and cause him to fail in his examinations 
they told the boy nothing of the letteT, 
kit the grandmother went to Morello and 
showed it to him. She knew that he had 
leasings witih men of questionable char- 
acter, and thought that possibly he might 
be able to use his acquaintance to help 
them- 


"Don't worry," said Morello to the 
»ged woman, who had been a friend of 
his mother. "These men will not act too 
quickly. 
They 
would rather get 
the 
money than take the life of the boy. But 
above all do not let this matter get to 
the ears of the police. That would mean 
his certain death—death in its worst 
fomL 


"Do not uend the jnoney either. 
Wait 
for a second letter, which will certainly 
eome; tlien we can decide upon the best 
coarse of action." 


Two more letters were received by the 
Romanos 
and 
each 
time the 
grand- 
mother went to Morello, who took the 
letters from her because he said' he 
wished to study them. 
Morello never 
gave tihe letters back. 
When the fourth 
letter was received Morello took it as he 
had the others and after a few days 
in which he said he was studying the' 
handwriting, announced that he had dis- 
covered the origin of the letter. 


This he never divulged to the Ro- 
manes, merely telling tlhem that he found 
the blackmailers were willing to settle 
for $1,000, but that he would offer them 
$100. 
The family w«uld have been glad 
to pay the money in order to safeguard 
. Salvatore, but Morello would not hear 
of this. 


"I will pay the $100," he told Mrs. 
Romano, "and later I will recover it. 
Circumstances will not permit of my 
refusing to pay at all, but be assured 
that when I have had time to reach the 
blackmailers through certain channels, 
the money will I»« returned to me." 


The moUier aad grandmother of the 
young physician were deeply touched by 
what they considered Morello's unselfish 
friendship for them. 
Thé whole affair 
seemed settled to the satisfaction of all, 
and young Romano wae told about it. 
His mother and grandmother impressed 
upon him the gratitude that he should 
entertain toward Morello for possibly 
Baving his life, and certainly savin« the 
family from great suffering. 
^ 
Shortly after Salvatore Romano grad- 
sated from the College of Physicians and 
burgeons he was called to attend Mo- 
«Ilo. 
Glad of an opportunity to repay 
a a measure the kindness wliich the 
Sicilian had shown his family, when 
iior«Uo did not offer to pay for Dr.

Morello's 
brothers-in-law—Lima, 
Salima and Lupo. 
It was then but a

Romano was the regular physician for a 
number of men, all of whom were mem- 
bers of the Black Hand Society. 
Never 
a penny did he receive for his services, 
and at last he arrived in Buffalo, where 
he established a practice, because 
he 
could not make money in New York, 
while-all his time was required to attend 
Black Handers and their families. 


The feeling of gratitude-which Dr. Ro- 
mano felt wore off after a time, but he 
for^bore to break entirely with Morello, 
for he feared vengeance. 
Shortly after 
,he went to Buffalo Lupo, Morello and 
other counterfeiters " were arrested and 
put on trial in New York city. 
Know- 
ing that Morello's only hope lay in estab- 
lishing 
an 
alibi, 
the 
counterfeiter's 
mother and wife went to Mrs. "flomano 
and urged her to beg her son to testify 
to clear, Morello.

Feb|ruary and I knew positively t h a t i ) r . 
Romano's testimony was not correct 
When I brought him to Nerw York and 
questioned him he told me the whole 
story substantially as I have presented 
it to ypu. 


Dr. Braiicato also attended 
Lnpo, 
Morello and other Black Handers on 
several occasions. 
Ro^dano was a dupe 
of the society. 
He told me that he be- 
lieved Dr. Brancnto wa« alM a dtip«. 
I 


had my opinion as to that, but at any 
rate he was not convicted of perjury, 
though he was brought to trial. 


Although 
Dr. 
Romano 
was 
never 
initiated into the Black Hand Society, 
other physicians were, and tliey were 
utilized for the purposes I have de- 
scribed. 
I said that the rules of the 
society called for a certain line of con- 
duct under certain circumstances and 
that as a result the offices of a physician 
were frequently in demand. 


The rules of tUe Black Ho'ad wore 
actually codified. 
The society is not 
governed merely by unwritten law. 
In 
the possession of Rudolph Palermo, one 
of the men arrested for counterfeiting. I 
found a note book in which were in- 
scribed in Sicilian the laws of the so- 
ciety. 
As nearly as possible they are 
translated word for word as they were 
written in the not^ book. 


FIRST.—^Whoever confides to a per- 
son not belonging to the society the 
operations of his companions, or by 
word or deed, seriously or in fooling, 
offends a companion, or who is not 
dignified or does not respect the re- 
cruits (who must 
command^ in 
nothing save the affairs of the society) 
or who refuses to mount guard on U s 
day, gets drunk or quarrels with a 
companion, or when called by a com- 
panion on business of the society re- 
fuses to comply, or who leaves town 
for more than one day without letting 
it be known, shall be punished by a 
fine of $20 and can not come to his 
place. 
, 


But the companions who judge him 
must be all of one accord, pro or con. 
When any companion pf the society 
goes away he must , leave his address 
and must vest in some other com- 
companion, or when called by a com» 
upon for the business of the society he 
must go to the place specified at the 
expense of the parties interested. 


SECOND.~-He who sweairs falsely 
on his admission, who draws a >veapon 
without his companion draws apother 
of the same dimension, always with 
the point uncovered, if it is a knife, 
or who fights a duel with a companion 
of the s o c i e ^ without the permission 
of the society, 
shall be 
undressed 
(summarily deprived of his 
rights). 


TYilRD.-—T h e 
companion 
w h o 
know» of the fault of another aud doe« 
oot inform the society at large Ss liable 
to the «am* penalty« 


FOURTH.---H« ^ t doM not attead 
at 111« ttraeia« hour of the m«etiac of 
tk^ BUCiaMAILERS O F THE DAY: 


do his duty without any orders, shall 
be punished. 
If he explains his late- 
ness in a manner satisfactory to the 
society he \»{ill be pardoned and may 
take^his place. Otherwise he may not 
participate at the next division. 


FIFTH.—^A recruit 
who 
produces 
gain to the society is entitled to one- 
fifth of it as his own share. 


SIXTH.—The 
society 
cannot 
act 
without the consent of all the com- 
panions. Even the opposition of one 
mouth is enough to overrule the opin- 
ions of all the others, always provid- 
ing the person objecting gives a rea- 
sonable explanation for his views. 


SEVENTH.—No companion who be- 
comes a membe^ of the society may in 
any way alter its rules. 


EIGHTH.—Every 
meeting 
of 
the 
society must be announced to those 
on duty on the day of the meeting at 
least twenty-four hours before it takes 
place, except in cases of emergency. 


NINTH.—The 
date 
and 
place 
of 
meetings is absolutely in the hands of 
the head of the society, and none may 
oppose him. 


These are the rules which bind the 
men who thrive on blackmail, murder, 
counterfeiting and the kidnapping of 
children. 


I know men who worked their way. 
into the very inner councils Of the Black 
Hand. 
Men who advise with the lead- 
ers, who know what is afoot before the 
rank and file of the society so much as 
guess at i t 
To mention the name of 
one of these men would be to pronounce 
his death sentence. To tell how they 
worked their way into the society would 
be to disclose their identity to those who 
bate them. 
When it became known that 
certain members of the society were in- 
forming the secret service of the work- 
ings of the gang there occurred a series 
oi murders which astounded New York 
and baffled the police. 


i may safely eay^that some of these 
murders were committed in the blind ef- 
forts to still the tongues which were 
prattling of the affairs of the society. 
As I tell elsewhere, the proper men 
were never slain. 


One of these men, I am not saying 
whether he was a secret service opera- 
tive or a Sicilian who turned Informer, 
told me of his initiation into the society.

was spoken save by the leader; only the 
eyes glared and glared through the slits 
in tihe black masks.

The "S" refers to the bylaws, which 
the recruit is required to learn by heart 
before he may be-s^dmitted to the so- 
ciety.

The Poisoners 
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The poison-people are almost as rare 
among the plants as they are among the 
snakes. 
Out of all the thousands of 
wild fruits 
and 
flowers, 
there 
are, 
through , the eastern part of the United 
States, probablj' not more than a dozen 
that are really dangerous. 
The rattle- 
snake and copperhead of the plant world 
are the death-angel and her golden sis- 
ter, the fly amanita mushroom. 
Either 
of them can be always told by the 
swollen base or socket from which they 
grow. The death-angel has a white cap, 
Avhite stem, and white gills, and a veil or 
r€raains of a veil on the stem, while the 
Hy amanita has a yellow cap covered 
with white scars or scabs. Both of them 
grow in tlie woods and should not be 
mistaken for any other edible miuhroom 
if a little care is observed. 


The poison of the death-angel is the 
most deadly vegetable poison known on 
this continent. The fly amanita is near- 
ly as bad. 
Both of them attack the 
blood just as does the poison of the rat- 
tlesnake and the copperhead, which are 
the only two poisonous snakes found 
throughout the east. 
With tlie snakes, 
the effects of the poison appear at once. 
The plant poisons, however, are more 
dangerous. 
With the death-angel, no 
symptoms appear until nine to fourteen 
hours after eating, and the fly amanita 
does not act for at least two hours. 
A 
third part of the cup of tlio death-angel 
has been known to be fat«l. 
If such 
poisoning does occur, the only thing to 
do ir, to keep the heart going with some 
heart stimulant like atropine. 
Don't 
take any chances with white or yellow 
mushrooms in the woods until you are 
far enougli along in nature study to be 
absolutelv certain of what you are eat-

degi'ee. Among these is the jimson weed 
or thorn apple, which Is found growing 
in waste land in many place«. 
It lias 
a white, bad-smelling flower wliich turns 
into a little thorn-covered apple, and has 
large thin wavy leaves. The seeds-pods 
are ahout as large as a horse-chestnut 
and, when they are ripe, burst open into 
four compartments containing numerous 
black, wrinkled, 
kidney-shaped 
seeds 
which are poisonous. 
Tlie poison acts 
the same way 
as 
belladonna, 
-which 
comes from the plants of the same fam- 
ily and dilates the pupils of the eyes. 


Other plants which have bad reputa- 
tion, but whicli are only mildly poison- 
and the other common nightshade, which 
has drooping clusters of small 
white 
flowers, and black, round juicy berries, 
and the other common nightsade, which 
has purple flowers and roimd red berries 
growing in drooping clusters. 
Both be- 
long to the same family as the potato. 
These are only slightly poisonous, and 
in some places the country people make 
pies out of the berries and also from 
the pokeberry, which is a juicy plant 
with great bunches of shining black ber- 
ries which children^ use for dyeing pur- 
poses so often. Ther^e is not much dan- 
ger from any plant or berries Avhich are 
found in tliis country outside of the 
fatal four which are first named. 


The two plants which 
make 
most 
trouble for children and grown-ups alike 
are the poison ivy and poison sumac. 
The poison ivy is a vine which grows 
everywhere. It has leaves in clusters of 
three, and white berries, and when it 
once gets in its work tlie boy or girl 
wlio makes its acquaintance will never 
forget it. The poison is probably a kind 
of oil which can not be removed 
by

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THERE IS NO DEATH AGONY. 


London surgeons 
and 
medical 
men 
have been led by a letter in the Times 
into a discussion of the relative painless- 
ness of death. 
Their verdict seems to 
be that there is no sucli thing as the 
"death agony," which they practically 
pronounce a myth. 
Conan Doyle's tes- 
timony, taken from a deliverance by his 
"Dr. Stark Munro," is typical. In many 
cases he said dying did not cause as 
much pain as a whitlow or an abscess of 
the jaw. 
And it is often the most ter- 
rible deaths, most terrible to the spec- 
tator, that are least to the sufferer. The 
fate of the man struck by a train and 
cut to pieces or who drops from a six- 
teen-story building horrifies the onlook- 
ers, but these doctors say it is 
very 
doubtful if, could his tongue be loosened, 
he would remember anything about it. 


Nature appears in most cases to inter- 
pose stupor before the pain becomes un- 
bearable. 
The sufferings of those about 
to die, it is argued, are apparent rather 
than real, much of it due to dread of 
the pangs of dissolution which it is held 
are grossly exaggerated. 
Surgeons sup- 
port this view by their experience with 
patients wlio, about to be anaesthetized, 
scream and struggle, but on regaining 
consciousness after the operation, Lave 
no remembrance of sufl'ering.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch. 


EFFECTS OF CONSTIPATION. 


Most people are suffering from the ef- 
fects of constipation, many being un- 
aware of the fact. The writer recently 
treated a man 70 years of age who had 
an extreme case of constipation. 
He 
had reached the point where he was tak- 
ing a half-pound of salts a day Avithout 
being affected by it. 
On inquiry we 
learned that when he was a boy his 
mother .fave him and his brothers a 
dose of salts regularly every Satur- 
day night, so that the family would 
have what she called a house-cleaning 
and thus be prepared for Sunday. Later 
on the dose had to be increased, until,

a day without any results whatever, and 
his alimentary canal from one end to 
the other was wholly worn out 
with 
colitis, irritation, inflammation and ca- 
tarl'li.—Good Health. 


FRENCH PHYSICIAN 


RECOMMENDS PARAFFIN. 


Dr. Barthe recently presented before 
the Academy of Medicine, of Paris, a 
new method of treating w;ounds consist- 
ing of an application of melted paraffin 
wax which, after application, solidifies 
and serves as a dressing that 
retains 
heat and in this respect acts like a poul- 
tice, though much superior to the old- 
fashioned bread and milk 
or 
linseed 
poultice. 
It is useful in burns, ulcers 
and the treatment of gout, sciatica, lum- 
bago and rhteumatism. The paraffin Avax 
is melted and applied at a temperature 
of about 120 degrees.

adult requires. 
He also needs fat and 
starches to furnish the heat and energy 
burned out in his ever-active body and 
to keep his tissues plump and rounded. 
^Vliile he needs more protein, do not ex- 
pect liim to get it all from meat. 
In- - 
deed, it is better that no small part; of 
this nitrogenous food come from milk- ' 
and eggs, cheese, beans and peas. 
If he • 
has plenty of these rich and relatively . 
cheap foods he will not crave meat' so ; 
inordinately as some growing boys do. . > 


The boy needs a large quantity of Car-. • 
bohydrates. That is why his demand for-;-. 
bread and butter is limited only by 4he' : 
supply at hand, and why. he uses almost' 
as much butter as. bread. Let him have 
all he wants. By the pound, butter is 
expensive, but it is 
pure,- wholesfime 
food, and he can use it readily. It i'ill 
not make him ill; quite the contrary. 
And do not be afraid of 
sugar 
and . 
sweet foods. 
Sugar is a true, concen- 
trated food. 
Give him'candy for des- 
sert. 
He craves it and his craving is 
natural, not abnormal.—By a Physiojjan.- .

g r a t e r even than many Presiilents'; he 
has in his hands the welfare of more 
than a quarter of a million men; he is 
directly responsible for the outlay of 
seven hundred million dollars a year, 
and he makes less fuss about it all than 
the manager of a little motion picture 
house in a small city. 


A man may not t)e Judged by his ap- 
pearance; he cannot always be judged 
by what he'saya of himself, even when 
he says nothing; his character cannot be 
estimated by what men say of him. The 
Ban must be gauged wholly by what he 
expresses; by the extent to which he 
strives to bring into actuality t i e ideals 
he has formulated or conceived. 
The 
man. lives in his works, and by these 
¿hall ye know him. 
To the writer of 
these lines a man of the commercial 
world spoke of Judge Gary:— 
"Judge Gary is a live wire." said this 


out of him at, every angle. 
There have 
been greot commercial men before, many 
of them, and most of them w,ere ma- 
chine made. 
You 
fed in a 
certain 
amount of food and drink, placed certain 
tools within their reach and tiptoed away 
to let them go on turning out dollars, and 
they did, and some of those dollars were 
pretty well strained. 
The new type of 
business maji is essentially a human 
machine, with human sympathies and a 
remarkable appreciation of the human 
equation. 
The old idea used to be that 
flesh and blood was about the cheapest 
commodity in the world. Men like Judge 
Gary know this to be a fallacy, and tliey 
realize that sympathy and understanding 
have a cash value that is expressed in 
dividends. 
These men think well before 
they act and act well what they think. 


"Why He Is SucceHsfiil. 


A well known lawyer told me some 
time ago that Judge G-ary -was a success 
because he had the legal mind. 
It is 
true that he spent some 
twenty-five 
years in the practice of law in Chicago; 
true that he enjoyed an excellent repu- 
tation for his legal talents, but it is not 
at all true that Judge Gary has the 
legal mind. 
That is another mistake. 
After talking to him, reading what he 
has written and what he has said, I 
know that Judge Gary has the judicial 
mind, which is a far higher type of 
mental equipment and one that can only 
be obtained by a broad, general culture 
and an intellectual poise. 
To illustrate 
the difference:—A 'man may have the 
mental qualities of a great lawyer; he 
may have the greatest possible respect 
for the law and its administration; he 
may govern himself and his environment 
in strict accordance with legal principles, 
but—and here is the fatal defect—those 
laws and principles may be bad laws 
and principles, and the man's acts will 
ibe colored by that quality.

He is a thoroughly and very quiet- 
fef, capable person, the very antithesis of 
iir that the above terms imply.

All 'men niid women are cognizant of 
the great moral change that ' has , swept 
over thé country in. the last few years. 
Those in^touch with great business, great 
reforms'or great movements of any kind 
are well aware that the morale of the 
land is higher than it was some time ago.,' 
There has ' been a spiritual awakening. 
There to. a . loftier atani^rd of hi^inéss 


in eager participation in almost any sort 
of commercial project. 
Elbert H. Gary 
^iw then, as he had seen for years, that 
we were treading upon á thin crust ; he 
knew .there could be no permanent, solid 
success without soime practice of .the 
principles of honesty and right, but he 
also knew that human conditions arid 
changes cannot be forced, but must be the 
product of a moral growth. 


Three years later, when the financial 
cyclone had descended upon • the land, 
occurred tihe .first of the famous "Gary 
dinners" given at the Waldorf. 
There 
on the evening of November'20, 1907, 
Judge Gary first-publicly, set forth his 
belief in the ^future practice that must 
ensue. 
He' bqliévéd that the timé had 
come—the timé of the greatest indus- 
trial depression—when t h e etliics of busi- 
ness must be improved. 


"I believe," said he, "that there is a 
feeling throughout the country t&at the 


passing of prosperity is due to ft îarge 
extent to wrongdoing in high places/' 


It is-true that his address oin this oc- 
casion had to do mainly -with the con- 
duct of the iron and steel industry, but; 
the principles hé adumbrated were ap- 
plicable—and came to find adoption— 
in all other industries. 
At that dinner 
Judge Gary advocated flatfootedly the 
adoption of ; a doctrine ; of "co-operation 
and conciliation" as the first needful 
: step toward rehabilitation. 
Some time 
later he ccj-stallizéd his remarks as de- 
livered at that first dinner in the fol- 
lowing words:— 
• 


"In the days gone by, never to re- 
turn, it is hoped, it was a common prac- 
tice for competitoi^ .in;business to act 
on , the basis , that permanent success 
could be reached and enjoyed only by. 
those having the greatest ' strength or 
power and tlie longest purse. 
As-a re- 
sult it frequently happened, that thé 
weaker and. poorer were crushed or de- 
stroyed. 
A cpmpetitor was treated as 
^ a common enemy. Method« for his de- 
feat and .overthrow were used regàrdlea» 


f of good morals or good policy. 
Pos- 
sibly in some instances this redounded 
to the i)ecuniary advantage of the few, 
though even this is doubtful." 


All there is of a man is the result ot 
•what he thinlcs, and as the thinking ia 
go'od or ill so gravitates the character 
of the man to that or this extreme. 
It 
is thought that constitutes character, 
and. it is character that expresses the 
real man. 
All men do not express their 
thoughts fully, and not all thoughts are 
externalized in action, and yet Judge 
Gary has done his share in this direc- 
tion. 


The man -who could say in his plea tor 
fair dealing, "Prices should at all times 
be reasonable and fair. 
The mere fact 
that the demand is greater than the sup- 
ply, that the necessities of the purdiaser 
are great, does not justify an increase in 
price, nor does the fact that the demand 
is less than the supply furnish an argu- 
ment for decreasing the price," is a roan 
who believes in justice. 
The man -who 
could later fight tenaciously to see that 
idea upheld in practice is expressing his 
character. 


The man who a little later can state 
in public that his earnest convictions are 
on the side of a greater love for his fel- 
low man in these words, "The world 
is growing better. 
Soon, it is to be 
hoped, we shall, even in business mat- 
ters, substitute the principle 'Right ia 
might' for the old sentiment that 'Might 
is right.' 
We ought to be 
working 
together and for one another. . Each 
should consider the interests and rights 
of all others. 
Let us be a little more 
generous to each other," has expressed his 
ideals, but when he sees to it that the 
corporation of which he is the head ex- 
pends a trifle over seven million dollars a 
year in trying to increase the well being 
of a quarter of a million of its men, he ia 
a 
practical 
constructionist. 


Judge Gary now and again calle to- 
gether those eighteen presidents of the 
Steel corporation. 
He likes to get them 
in 
the 
big room 
and 
talk 
to 
them 
about the conduct of their business. G<v 
in,g back to the era when presidents ol 
great companies 
thought 
thoughts 
of 
"the public be damned" order, one maj 
wonder at the spectacle of eighteen big 
business men whose annual incomes in 
the aggregate are close to a million a 
year listening to such words as these:— 


"There is no better way, gentlemen, of 
advancing ov.r own interests than to con- 
duct ourselves in such a manner as to 
make it certain that we are endeavoring 
to promote the welfare of the,others with 
whom we come in contact." 


It may be that the spectre of govern- 
ment ownership is casting a deep shadow 
upon the times; it may be that the modi- 
fied socialistic tendencies so plenteously 
promulgated are threatening the stabil- 
ity of established institutions. 
What- 
ever the cause may be, industrial leaders 
are realizing that justice and right must 
prevail if the great industries are to r€f- 
main. 
Judge Gary during many years 
has understood that the time must com«, 
when the corporations shall submit them- 
selves to classification as public servants 
rather than private kingdoms of eminent 
domain. 
He has no hesitation in affirm- 
ing that, and you helieve him when he 
says it, for if there is one Gary attribute 
that "sticks out" it is sincerity. The legis- 
lators who quizzed him during nine grill- 
ing days of investigation in the'govern- 
ment suit for the dissolution of the coi> 
poration frankly admit that, and it is 
generally recognized that the amicable 
nature of the suit, the manner of its 
conduct and the expected justice of the 
verdict to come are largely due to the 
methods pursued by Judge Gary. 


Judge Elbert H. Gary believes in the 
government regulation of industrial in- 
terests and wide publicity for the affairs 
of these industries. 
He is emphatically 
for such procedure. 
He would see estab- 
lished a federal commission along the 
lines of the Interstate CJommerce Com- 
mission to look after the industries ot 
companies engaged in interstate 
busi- 
ness. 
Tliis commission should be em- 
powered to issue a federal license to do 
business only after proper investigation 
into the formation and conduct of the 
business , involved; 
he 
believes 
thia 
license ¿hoaild be revocable for cause or 
proof of wrongdoing. 
Overcapitali«ation 
or "watering," as it has been called, 
would be sufficient cause for the with- 
holding or revocation of a license; so 
would price discrimination, and he be- 
lieves the commission should have poww 
to fix prices so far as necessary to pre- 
vent monopoly and restraint of tradew 
In conclusion 
Judge Gary will sum Up 
for you his <a>nviction. in the following 
words 


"What is needed is fali\ honest and 
healthy competition. It is the opposito 
of restraint of trade. Unrestrained com- 
petition in tlie end results in monopoly . 
and the restraint of ti^de." 


It requires some perception of tho 
future trend of events and of the rights 
and needs of humanity to express that 
plan, and then be prepared to stick by 
its results. It is my personal belief that 
Judge Gary is more interested in sceinf 
justice done all around than . he is in 
seeing vast dividends piled up. 
That 
doesn't mean he is not .interested in divi- • 
dends, however, for if he were not thera 
would'be no justice for the stockholder» - 
who needs it just as much as any : 
puddler. 
As an experiment I express^ 
that belief, and then I discover^ whit ^ 
I had suspected, for. Judge Gary poa- . 
sesses a sedse of humor.

GRO\\^XG RAPE. 


In our experience we have found 
rape especially valuable as a late soil-

Fine- 
ness of bone, lack of paunchlnes« and 
a small bead are thus desired by the 
batcher, but the steer with light bone, 
small paunch and a frail head would 
be unable ¿o go through the'feeding 
period and make economical gains. 


E^^en though the atrtwv^, vigorous, 
capacious feeder may noi txiMa out at 
the finish into the exact ¡ideal of the 
butcher, he is the one that piiits oia 
the laf-gest and steadiest ^i'aa, 
en- 
dures hea-v^' feeding for ihe longest 
time, 
finally 
finishes 
out 
with 
¿he 
greatest 
weight, and yields the highest 
percentage of prLme beef. 


In selecting feeders, 
there 
Is per- 
haps no poiiat more important 
that 
the back. 
A wide, 
straight, 
strong 
back, with a well sprung rib, is es- 
sential. 
The girth of the steer should 
be large—that is, the distance around 
the body back of the shoulder should 
be as large as possible. 
This means 
more room for vital organs and in- 
sures a 
better 
constitution 
than 
is 
otherwise 
likely to prevail. 
Associ- 
ated also with a large girth is a well 
sprung rib, making a wide back on 
which there is room for the deposi- 
tion of a large quantity of high-priced 
meat. 
There is also greater depth of 
chest and greater digestive 
capacity 
with a large girth. 


The head is an excellent index to 
the character of the feeder, because 
there is a relationship between 
the 
different parts of an animal's body. 
The steer with a wide head is usually 
a good feeder, for a wide head goes 
with a food capacity for putting on a 
large amount of 
flesh.

steer with a wirlp head will grow thick

back. 
Width of muzzle Is also 
im- 
portant because it indicates capacity 
for feed consumption

The neck, althougS 
not 
choice meat, is thick and short on a 
good steer. 
The shoulder should be 
evenly covered, compact and wide at 
the top. 
While width of shoulders at 
the top is a mark of a good feeder, 
steers with extremely wide shoulders 
should not be selected, for they are 
usually coarse. 
The shoulder should 
blend smoothly with the neck, leaving 
no crease or definite line where the 
neck and ehoulder meet. 
The rump

should be long, 
wide 
and level. 
A 
drooping rump is undesirable. 


The coupling, that is the distance 
from the last rib to the "hook," or 
hip point, should be short in accord- 
ance with the general 
compactness 
desired throughout.

muscled, with no indication of being 
sway backed. 
This Is the region of the 
loin from which 
valuable 
cuts 
are 
taken. 


Select steers with 
short 
legs, 
for 
short legs decrease the amount of offal 
and Increase the killing 
percentage.

Symmetry of outline, orlSialanclng 
of parts, is a very important point In 
selecting 
steers. 
By 
symmetry 
is 
meant a general uniformity through- 
out with no part out of 
proportion 
with any other part. 
Depth of chest 
should be balanced by depth of twist, 
and width of shoulders should be ac- 
companied by width throughout. 


In addition to the foregoing points, 
the steer should have a pliable skin of 
reasonable 
thickness, 
covered 
by 
a 
heavy mossy coat of hair. 
Pliability 
of skin and mossiness of coat indicate 
thrift and general well being. 
Thick- 
ness of skin and hair Indicates good 
constitution. 


Beef 
cattle 
on 
the 
market 
are 
classed according to the commercial 
use 
for 
which 
they 
are 
adapted. 
"Class" designates the use to which an 
animal Is to be put. 
"Grade" Indi- 
cates the quality or degree of 
fitness 
of the animal In that class. 
The same 
grades, prime, choice, good medium,' 
fair, common, and poor or Inferior, 
run down through the classes from the 
best to the poorest In the order above 
named. 


The highest percentage of good cuts 
and the least waste In killing are the 
qualities desired In beef steers. 
In 
selecting feeders, however, a 
strong 
frame with plenty of room for vital 
organs, must be chosen, for the steer 
that would kill with least waste might

not be strong enough to put on the 
greatest amount of flesh economically. 
A wide, strong back, great heart girth 
and smooth covering of bones are es- 
sentials in a good feeder. 
The head is 
an excellent index of the power of a 
steer to make economical gains. 
A 
side view of the body from hocks and 
knees to back bone should show a well 
filled 
rectangle. 
The 
general 
form 
should 
be 
compact 
and 
deep 
and 


broad. 
Short legged animals are de- 
sirable. 
Good balance or proportion 
of parts is very important. 
Feeders 
are usually bought at the big markets 
or from local buyers. 
High priced 
land cannot be profitably used to raise 
steera 
When to buy, depends largely 
on the buyer's equipment, the amount 
and time he Intends to feed, and on 
the condition of the steers. 


It coats more per pound to fatten a 
steer than the extra flesh will sell for, 
consequently the selling price for the 
whole carcaips must be enough greater 
per pound to pay the loss on the added 
Hesh and make a profit. 
The differ- 
ence between the cost price per hun- 
dred pounds of the feeder and the sell- 
ing price per hundred pounds of the 
same steer when fat. is called 
"the 
feeding margin." 
There must always 
be a sufficient margin to break even: 
A greater margin means a profit. 
The 
necessary margin depends on the cost 
of feeds, the ability of the steer to 
make gains, the initial cost and weight, 
distance from market, season of year, 
the length of the feeding season. 


Cattle are usually fed sixty to ninety 
days, as a longer period often does not 
pay. 
It is the best to select that grade 
of feeders which seems at the time of 
buying, to offer the widest margin, or 
the quickest gains in flesh on a nar- 
rower margin. 
It may sometimes be 
better to fatten thin stockera up to the 
butcher class than selected feeders up 
to prime beef. 
Selling to a local buyer 
is usually the best policy unless one 
has two or more carloads to market. 
However, shipping to the market has 
advantages as well as risks. 
The best 
time to market is when prices are go- 
ing up, for there is then a keener de- 
mand.

Paramount of all the insects causing 
loss to the horticulturists and nursery- 
men is a small scale insect no larger, 
when mature, than the head of a com- 
mon pin.

dlotus pernlciosus. No insect pest has 
received more attention and has had 
more written concerning it. 
Nearly 
every experiment station in the land 
has published one or more bulletins as 
to its life history 
and 
ravages, 
and 
remedies for Its control. 


Newspapers, journals and magazines 
have issued volumes calling the atten- 
tion, of fruit growers to thè effects of 
this scale, pest and encouraging legis- 
lation for Its control. 
Those who have 
heéded this admonition of the ento- 
mologists and followed their recom- 
mendations have satisfied thenfiselve.<) 
that in spite of the enormous damage 
cone by this scale, there are methods 
v/hich, if properly pursued, will re- 
duce Injury to the minimum. 
The 
careless, unheeding grower who has 
•cale-infested 
stock 
and 
has 
done 
nothing by way of controlling the pest 
suffers heavy'losses and eventually is 
compelled to go out of business (be

Perhaps the worst feature of an at- 
tack of San Jose scale is the difficulty 
of recognizing the insect,, due to Its 
size and color; it is about 1-16 of an 
inch in diameter when mature, and in 
color it resembles ihe bark of tree or 
plant infested. 
If there is a very bad 
infestation an ashy-gray appearance is 
noticeable; again one may determine 
the 
presence 
of 
scale 
by 
crushing 
many of them, when an oily appear- 
ance is noticed. 


If a female scale be carefully turned 
over with a knife or a pin, there will 
be found underneath a fiat, yellowish 
insect, looking very much like a small 
piece of rich butter. 
It has no legs, 
no wings, no eyes, no antennae (feel- 
ers), nor a distinct head, but it does 
have a long, thread-like sucking pro- 
boscis, with which it bores through 
the bark of treeà into the young, grow- 
ing wood and draws out the sap. 


Early in the spring the adult female 
begins to give birth to living young, 
continuing 
to 
do so for about 
six 
weeks- 
after 
which 
she 
dies. 
The 
young scale has legs, antennae 
and 
eyes,'it moves about over the twigs 
for some hours, then settles down and 
begins to push its mouth parts slowly 
into the bark to the sap beneath. 
A 
scale-like covering now begins to be 
formed, coming from all parts of the 
body and looking at first like waxy 
filaments 
or threads, which later fuse 
together, making, with the cast skins, 
an entire covering over the Insect. 
All 
young San Jose scale look alike In 
size, color and shape until the 
first 
molt, about twelve days after birth, 
but from then on there Is a very great 
difference. 
The male scale, which Is 
smaller. Is now elongate, while 
the 
female scale Is circular, or nearly so, 
both sexes losing legs and antennae. 


and the female her eyes. 
In from 24 
to 26 days from birth the male comes 
from under the scale in the form of 
a minute and extremely delicate two- 
winged, fiy-llke Insect. 


It takes the female about thirty days 
to develop fully. 
From thirty-three to 
forty days from birth she gives birth 
to a new generation. 
Each female Is 
supposed to produce 200 male and 200 
female 
young; 
this 
being 
so, 
and 
counting four generations in a season, 
there will be produced, according to 
Dr. L. O. Howard, 8,216,080,400 male 
and female scales from one progenitor 
in a year. 
Thus It Is easy to under- 
stand why a slight Infestation, if un- 
treated, soon becomes bad. 
If 
the 
scale are allowed to increase unmo- 
lested they will kill a young bearing 
peach tree in about three years, and 
an apple tree in about four or five 
years.

Killing Insects On 


Cotton Plants 


By PROF. R. I. SMITH. 


A homemade apparatus for dusting 
cotton 
plants 
with 
Paris 
green 
Is 
made from a one-inch board, four and 
a half feet long and three inches wide. 


& 


Bore an inch and a half auger-hole 
five inches from each end and attach 
under each hole a sack 
five 
inches 
wide 
by about 
fifteen 
inches 
long. 
These sacks can be made from un- 
starched sheeting. 
If it is found that 
the poison is being applied too fast or 
too slow the proportion of lime 
(or 
flour) 
and 
Paris 
green 
must 
be 
changed so that the required amount 
of actual poison will be applied per 
acre. 


By the use of this apparatus a good 
operator can treat cotton Very rapidly. 
The laborer walks along, swinging and 
shaking the duster from which a cloud 
of the poison is shaken and 
which 
settles on all parts of the cotton plants. 
While such a treatment cannot destroy 
all boll-worms on the cotton, yet If 
given at the right time it will kill s o 
many 
of 
the 
young 
worms 
as 
to 
greatly reduce their injuries. 
This ap- 
paratus is entirely practicable for the 
farmer who grows up to about 50 acres 
of 
cotton. 
An 
application 
of 
the 
poisoned 
dust 
about 
the • first of 
Augfust may- serve other purposes, for 
it may check the first ravages of the 
cotton worm, or the new cotton beetle 
or other leaf-feeding 
insects 
which 
might be gaining a start 
The poison 
may be. applied pure or mixed with an 
equal quantity of flour or air-slaked 
lime, but should be applied at the rate 
of from 2 to 3 pounds of the Paris 
green to the acre. 
It is easier to ap- 
ply the poison w^en mixed than to 
apply Paris green alone. 


There are various ways of routing 
that universal pest; the cabbage worm. 
Road 
dust, 
wood 
ashes 
or 
flour 
sprinkled 
lightly 
over 
the 
cabbage 
heads when wet with dew will inter- 
fere with the workings of the insect. 
Soap suds sprinkled over the plants 
has also the desired effect. 
But, per- 
haps there is nothing more satisfac- 
tory than salt and water. 
This not 
only finishes the worm», but tends to 
make the heads develop more fully. 


BIRDS OF THE FARM AND OÉCHARD 


At the present time many kinds of 
useful birds need direct intervention 
in their behalf as never before. 
The 
encroachments of civilization on tim- 
bered 
tracts 
and 
the 
méthodes

Every effort, therefore, should 
be made to augment the numbers of 
our useful birds by protecting them 
from their enemies, by providing nest- 
ing facilities, and by furnishing them 
food in times of stress, especially In 
winter.

short notice to gather at points where 
there are abnormal Insect outbreaks.

Half the food of this 
quail consists of weed seeds, almost a 
fourth of grain and about a tenth of

fruits.

grain, the bird gets most of it from 
stubble. 
Fifteen per cent of the bob- 
white's food is composed of insects, 
including several of the most serious 
pests of agriculture. 
It feeds freely 
upon potato bugs and chinch bugs; it 
devours cucumber beetles, wireworms, 
clover-leaf weevils, cotton-boll weevils, 
army worms, cutworms

Take it all In all, 
the bobwhite Is very useful to 
the 
farmer, and vhile it may not be neces- 
sary to remove it from the list of game 
birds, every farmer should see that his 
own farm is not depleted by eager 
sportsmen.

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Wrapping the Garbage. 


The proposal to require the draining and wrapping 


bf all household garbage in paper before it is deposited in 
cans for collection-by the city wagons has again been re- 
yived by Dr. H. 0. Bruggeman, of the city health depart- 
ment. It is so important in everal ways that the plan 
should be quickly and gladly accepted by common con- 
sent. It is but a small task for the household to perform, 
and it returns a compensation many times over. From a 
sanitary standpoint it is invaluable as an aid to the elim- 
ination of the fly nuisance, and it will add tremendously to 
the efficiency of the garbage crematory at a time when its 
capacity is steadily overtaxed. 


The point has been raised that an ordinance of this 


character might not be strictly enforeable under the law— 
that a hard and fast requirement to require the wrapping 
of garbage would be impossible. Admitting the possibil- 
ity of a legal quibble over the matter, we still believe that 
proper .effort at education along this line will result in a 
practically complete acceptance of the suggestion. Col- 
lectors of the garbage will tell you that the practice is al- 
ready followed in a good many Port Wayne homes, and 
that where it is in vogue the resultant cleanliness is am- 
ply sufficient to deter them from ever returning to the old 
practice of dumping the kitchen refuse, undrained and un- 
wrapped, into the cans to constitute a rallying point for 
all the flies in the neighborhood. 


This is the season of year when most benefit is to be 


'derived from the wrapping of the garbage, and old news- 
papers about house can be put to no better service. There 
is no need of waiting for a city ordinance or an order from 
\the health department to inaugurate the custom generally 
p Fort Wayne. If you household is not already draining 
and wrapping its garbage, sec that it begins to do so at 
once.

but. a diy with one of the wagons in 
Fort Wayne will convince most any- 
body that be doesn't want to he.

System. 


ISfll.—When, on the Fourth of July, 


18411, the ground was broKen for the con- 
struction of the Ohio and Pennsylvania 
railroad51" at the boundary line of tin- 
states of Ohio and Pennsylvania. Port 
Wayne became the center of activity 
in the movement, to promote a line of 
railway connecting therewith and cre- 
ating a continuous route from New York 
to Chicago. The Ohio and Pennsylvania 
Railroad company determined that al- 
though its charter provided for the con- 
struction of a road westward to the 
Ohio-Indiana line, it would terminate 
its line at Crestline, Ohio, for the rea- 
son that interested parties, including 
several Fort Wayne citizens, had sng- 
gcHted the formation of separate cor- 
porations to construct the western end 
of the system. 


The Ohio and Indiana Railroad com- 


pany, incorporated by the legislature of 
Ohio, in .March, 18150. became also by a 
concurrent act of the Indiana

ture, an Indiana corporation, with the 
right to construct a line from the ter- 
minus of the Pennsylvania and Ohio

series of enthusiastic, addresses, a com- 
mittee composed of .Madison Sweetser, 
II. W. Jones. Pliny Hoagland, W. 0. 
Ewing, Samuel Hanna, I). Heed, Chris- 
tian Parker, Henry Rudisill and Nelson 
McLain, reported 
rousing resolutions, 


which were adopted. 


The board of county 
commissioners, 


accepting the spirit of thin demonstra- 
tion as an expression of the majority, 
called a special election to be held in 
each township as a means of securing 
the authority to allow the county to 
liecome a stockholder in the. project. 
Tlie result showed th»t 1.B47 voters fa- 
von-d the plan, while 334 opposed the 
purchase of stock.

LOUIS PELTIER'S 


FIRST B0RIAL CASKET 


Louis Peltier, Fort Wayne's pio- 


neer undertaker, who waa born with- 
in the walls of the old fort, in 1815, 
conceived the idea of his life work 
while assisting to remove the skele- 
tons of the fort soldiers from the 
military cemetery which was situ- 
ated in the region of the junction of 
the present Wayne and Clay streets. 
This was while Mr. Peltier still was 
in his teens, and was engaged in 
learning the carpenter and cabinet- 
making trade with James Wilcox, 
whose shop was also tin? first under- 
taking establishment in Fort Wayne. 
In the beginning the undertaker was 
also the cofTinmaker. 
The first per- 


son for whose, body Louis Peltier 
made the burial casket was one of 
the most noted Indians of the his- 
tory of Fort Wayne, Chief if.o-tc.-a, 
;>f the Pottawattomies, whose tragic 
death in 1S27 was the result of tak- 
ing poison while conversing 
with 


Tiends in the silversmith shop of 
'Father" Bequctte. From the January

The first railway locomotive ever seen 
in Fort Wayne was brought to the town 
on a llatbnat over the canal, in charge of 
R. W. Wohlfort. 
It was landed at the 


foot of Ufayette street and placed ,,„ 
the railroad track which extended south- 
ward on that thoroughfare. Many who 
witnessed the unloading for the first 
time looked upon a railroad locomotive 
Operated by Mr. Wohlfort. the engine 
was put into service in the construc- 
tion work on the Fort Wayne en.', of 
the Ohio and India.na railroad, an; later 
was used for a considerable period in 
the regula.- passenger service of the 
completed road. 
The tracks remained 


on Lafayette street until l,sr,7, when tin- 
depot, freight house ,,,,,| other buildings 
which had been established on the canal 
bank were removed to their more south- 
erly locations. The first engine house on 
the cana,: was a frame store building 
from which the gable end was torn to 
allow the entrance of the locomotive. 


The development of the road will be 


delineated under the account of 
the 


transactions of the year 1852. 
Within 


the succeeding ten years Fort Wayne 
was destined to rise "from the condition 
of an insignificant country town to rank 
nnd dignity among the first commercial 
and manufacturing towns of Indiana " 
(Sbc 1852.) . . . 


Voted to Exclude the Negroes. 


The counties of Indiana, voted jn the 
election of 1851 to prohibit, further set- 
tlement by negroes within the state. 
The vote in Allen county stood l.S.'iO in 
support of exclusion and 2(11 in favor of 
the giving of the welcome hand to the 
black men. Tn 1855 County Clerk Joseph 
Sim-le.ar, in a published 'notice to "all 
negroes and mulattos," called attention 
to the fact that "the. state law strictly 
requires that all of them who have re- 
sided in Indiana prior to November 1, 
1851, are requested to register, and that 
all who cnme into the state after the 
above date are subject to a fine of not 
less than $10 nor more than $5(10." 


At the 1851 election, the 
counties 


voted on the adoption of a new state 
constitution. 
Allen county expressed it- 


self in favor of the constitution by a 
vote of 1,775 to 200. 
Allen Hami'lton 


and James W. Borden were chosen as 
delegates to the constitutional conven- 
tion. . . . 
The Launching of the "H. H. Stout." 
"Quite a crowd assembled at the boat 
yard of Messrs. Shilling and Hastings, 
at 4 o'clock on Pntnrday," savs the Fort 
Wayne Times of August 7, "to witness 
the launching of the. new [winal] bout, 
H. H. Stout, belonging to Messrs. Oom- 
paret and HnhheH's line. 
At the sig- 


nal, the stays were knocked out and she 
slid down the way in fine style, amid the 
loud cheers of the multitude, resting in 
the water light and graceful as a swan." 


A Plea for Immigration. 


The business men of Fort Wayne, filled 
with the enthusiasm by the prospect of 
outstripping the other cities of the mid- 
dle, west in material progress, felt the 
need of a larger population to carry on 
the trade of the region and to cultivate 
the soil. Henry Rudisiil, in communica- 
tions to Oerman emigration officials, had 
already secured ma.nv Herman settlers. 
On the evening of January 21. 1851. Mr. 
lliidisill presided and W. W. Carson act- 
ed as secretary at a meeting held for 
the purpose of petitioning the state 
legislature to adopt ell'cc.tivc measures to 
encourage, immigration for the special 
benefit of the northern part of the state.

Herewith i.= shown a map of the orig- 


inal government survey of the military 
reservation at Fort Wayne, containing 
forty acres, the purvey being made in 
1S22 by J. Riley. The five acres I own, 
north of Columbia street, at the junc- 
tion of the three rivers, is a part of that 
forty acres. Study his map a moment. 
You will notice that the St. Mary's 
channel was at one time considerably 
north of where it now is and that its 
waters then ran south as, they joined 
with those of the St. JbStofijrwer. Dur- 
ing the intervening ninety-two years 
since 1S22, the river has been eating 
away upon its south bank, until the 
channel has come to be as shown in the 
other map. as taken from the recent 
topographical survey made for the city 
of Fort Wayne by Engineer Asa S. 
firosvenor. 
Upon this map Mr. Gros- 


vonnr has shown the piling driven by 
me some nine years ago to prevent 
the river from scouring a new chan- 
nel, taking away much of my land and 
cutting in two what would be left. Mr. 
Grnsvenor. the city engineer, and Mr. 
Bushman, the surveyor, all find this 
piling if> be on my own land, some ten 
to eighteen feet south of my north line. 
The ground was surveyed by Mr. Bush- 
man for me at the time the piling was 
driven, that I might be sure to be within 
the linos of my own property. 


You will plcaec notice that the piling 


is not in the river, but runs along the 
river bank, parallel with it. 
Some per- 


sons have maliciously represented it as 
a dam across the river. 


The piles are only n!ne inches in 


diameter and are placed so that there 
is twenty-four inches space between 
them. 
The planks nailed upon these 


were purposely spaced so as to allow 
the water to pass through, the object 
being not to stop the water, but to 
slow it. so that it would drop the gravel 
and sand it was carrying, and thus fill 
up what it had before washed out The 
piles were purposely driven low that 
they might have no effect whatever at 
high water, and they disappeared hom 
view at about a nine-foot stage. At 
the time I bought the five acres the land 
itsolf was much higher than the top of 
those piles, and if these 
few widely 


pp.ioed nine-inch pilcn obstruct th« flow, 
what shall we say of the land when I 
bought it. most of which never over- 
flowed except at very high water—flay 
seventeen to eighteen feet, inAtend of 
nine, feet? This earth I stripped off th« 
land to make the fill which now consti- 
tutes Columbia street, from the Nickel 
Plato track to the bridge, and Clay 
street, from Main to Columbia, as I now 
remember it is about fiO,f)00 yards. T 
was compelled to tnko the contract to 
fill these two streets in order to secure 
the location of the bridg« at Columbia, 
street. 
Columbia street formerly had a 


dead end at Lafayotto and Clay a dead 
end at Main street. 


a lot of people who think that it does. 
Will you not mnsent to our sawing it 
off say three feet or so?" "Sure I will," 
I answered, and it was done, so that 
now about a five-foot stage of water 
covers that piling from view. This is 
the- only request ever made to me in 
reference to it, and it was granted. All 
else that has been said about it has 
been in the form of personal abuse. 
I 


do not call to mind that personal abuse 
ever led me to do anything I did not 
wish to do. I am not made that way. 
I never had much use for demagogues, 
malicious trespassers 
or blackguards, 


nor for mere self-seeking pot-house pol- 
iticians, who seek office that they may 
"do" the people, but I have all honor 
for the man who accepts public office 
and who conscientiously performs public 
duties whether a street sweeper or a 
higher up. 


My titlo to this ground, north of 


Columbia street, is the same title un- 
der which the remainder of that forty 
acres, shown in the first map, is held 
and owned and frequently transferred 
by many other Fort Wayne citizens, 
who have valuable buildings or homes 
upon them. 
I am entitled, under the 


law, to the same protection for mv 
property from lawless wretches as are 
they. 


It might be well to add just here 


that several hundred feet of my ground 
to the east of the piling is several feet

holders asked so much more for their 
property that the city authorities called 
out appraisers and while those appraised 
other pieces of property at much loss 
than tho city was askod, they appraised 
mine at from $12,000 to $14,000., instead 
of tho .$8,000 at which I had offered it. 
If I shall establish in court, as I expect 
to do, that the malicious scoundrel who 
destroyed my property tho other night 
was a high city official, anfl if the city, 
as represented by its legally and prop- 
erly constituted authorities, practically 


endorsee, or at least condones, bit crime, 
by continuing him in office, that prica 
of $8,000 will he withdrawn and the city 
will pay me what the sworn appraisers 
of the court say my property is worth, 
and my action in so doing, under such 
circumstances, will, I believe, be en- 
dorsed by every fair-minded citizen of 
Fort Wayne. The City of Fort Wayno 
is not entitled to that property at one- 
half its value if it is at the same tima 
permitting its officials to destroy a por- 
tion of it.

I shuddered at the thought, hut 
the pain in my leg and ankle goaded me. 


; Nothing could be worse, and I sat down 


to the grewsomc task.

Night had fallen. 
My only light was 


a kerosene lantern which I hung to n 
tent pole. Two of my men watched me 
through the tent fly. They had instruc- 
tions how to revive mo should I lose con- 
sciousness under the strain and agony. 


I injected cocaine in the limb and sot 


to work. 
It is not pleasant to write 


about. I worked two hours. That tells 
the story. 


-Flinching Meant Certain Death. 
A score of times I would have given 


up, but I knew that meant death. As it 
was, I made a thorough operation of it 
and the wound healed fairly well con- 
sidering that I had to boil my bandages 
over and over because my supply gave 
out 
At Manaos, months later, I had it 


treated in a hospital, and it was not 
until then that I was absolutely relieved 
from pain. 


I made many surveys in the Cafio 


Grande and the Inirida country. 
The 


soil is remarkably fertile and would pro- 
duce three or four crops a year, but the 
climate is such that. white men could 
never live there unless engineers made 
possible the stupendous task of drain- 
ing the region. A silence which one al- 
most feels reigns over these valleys. At 
times I fairly wanted to scream for the 
sake of hearing noise. 
Voices travel 


immense distances along the rivers, nnd 
the sound of a rifle shot will carrom 
back and forth fr»m bank to hank nnd 
be repeated with «-,tensity seven or eight 
times. The shores are lined with enor- 
mous bulrushes, over which the most 
gorgeously 
colored 
butterflies 
hover. 


When they alight n man may go close 
enough to touch them and they do not 
fly away. 
Being ignorant of human 


beings, they seem to have no fear of 
them. 


Paddling up the Iniridn was a Titan's 


work. The current is swift and great 
tree trunks and logo sometimes block the j 


of brilliant hue nnd graceful eg.ols were 
perched in the trees. The songs of th 
smaller birds, while neither long nor 
elaborate, were delightfully tuneful and 
liquid, notably those of the flauteros, or 
flute birds, whose notes resemble sweet 
toned flutes. 


Nobody, either white or Indian, seemed 


to have hunted there. The jungle is the 
haunt of the great gray tapir, or water- 
hog, and that truculent little pig, the col- 
lared peccary. Forest deer grazed near 
our camp quite unconcerned. 
Tapirs 


stood by the water side whistling and 
regarding us with lethargic curiosity. 


Raant Tapir !• Killhlr. 


T shot one of these animals, wliich 


weighed 750 pounds, nnd it kept us in 
food for many days. Roast tapir, I may 
add, has a strong resemblance to roast 
beef, but is sweeter. I also shot a magnif- 
icen speciment of jaguar, and found in its 
stoninch a whole tapir, which it had re- 
cently devoured. 


While we were camped there jaguars 


occasionally came nosing about the mos- 
quito curtain of my tent, and I shooed 
thorn a.way like dogs. 


It is worth noting that the jaguar anil 


ounce (folis once) although classed as one 
in most natural history hooks, arc always 
regarded as separate animals by the 
natives. 
They infest these forests and 


are held in dread by the natives, many of 
whom fall victims to their fierceness! 
Monkeys, strangely enough, are becom- 
ing less numerous in the Amazon valley, 
possibly because they are killed so ex- 
tensively by the Indians for food. 


But as in the traditional garden, the 


serpent made his abode in this South 
American Eden. We would be stalking 
through a natural trail 'between giant 
palms. 
Suddenly what appeared to be 


a heavy stick of timber directly in the 
path would curl and wriggle off into the 
jungle. 
With a sickening feeling we 


would realize that the monster snake 
could have crushed the life out of our 
bodies without exerting half its power. 
Sometimes we would spy ahead giant 
serpents coiled in the trees, ready to 
strike downward with bared poison fangs 
at any animal passing beneath. 
Death 


walked ever at our sides and unless our 
eyos wore sharp he would embrace us. 


A boa. that we killed was twenty feet 


long. I am confident that we saw others 
larger. 
Jaguars, too, were ever ready 


to potinco upon the unwary and they 
would attack before molested. 
They 


we pushed ahuud. 
of the Papauanaua Kivcr we came upon 
a number of Amazon encampments. 


I use the term Amazon advisedly. The 


inhabitants of these villages, except fo, 
their lack of culture, remind one of the 
, 
, •

women warriors 
It is an open question whether these may 
not be the tribes which gave the term 
to antiquity. 


.The women 
live by 
themselves, of 


course do all the work, and even fight 
when there is occasion to. The men are 
transients. 
They travel through the 


country in bands, stopping from time to 
time nt one of the settlements of women. 
There seems to .]i« no idea of marriage 
among them, their relations being quite 
promiscuous. As the men travel through 
the country they take the male children 
vith them, leaving the girls to be reared 
by rho women. 


Hard work and exposure had 'been tell- 


ing on my caucheros. They were a lazy 
lot at best and as on old man who lived 
by himself on the bauk of the Inirida 
promised to set mo a party of Indians 


the region, I sent my own 
to Sun .Tone. 
The Indians 


new 


are ferocious, but I prefer them to 
snakes. Of alligators, iguanas and lizards 
there was an army. 


The source of the Inirida. had been our 


objective, so after a few'days there, sur- 
veying the surrounding country, we 


who 
men back 
never appeared, so after waiting a few 
days 1' engaged the old man as n guide 
and started down the Icana River into 
which the Papauanaua flows. 


In Peril from Storm/*. 


Four days we paddled down the Icana 


while a series of terrific thunder sforms 
and high winds plnyed havoc with the 
jungle. A blinding glare, a crash, simul- 
taneously a ripping sound like the tear- 
ing of tracing cloth, and a giant tree 
would 
topple across the stream, its 


branches thrashing the water into foam. 
The river was so swollen that we made 
no attempt to keep to the open channel, 
hut paddled through the forest in terror 
every minute of being crushed beneath 
some giant tree. 


-My guide had told me. flint in four days' 


we would reach n short igarape, or. canoe 
road, and his statement proved correct. 
There we came upon an Indian village 
inhabited by four men and twenty- five. 
women living happily together in n slate 


home does not appeal 


My old guide expressed the attitude of 
the men toward the women pretty con- 
cisely when he said to me:--"Young 
women plenty good. Old ones too much 


of combined polygamy and 
polyandry. 


They had very little food, but gave tis 
some smoke' monkey meat, which tasted 
very much ike chipped beef. 


The mode of life of the Amazons and 


the wandering bands of men seemed 


I needed paddlers and porters to con- 


tinue my journey, uud us thert: were no 
rac-u I was obliged to engage women. 
As iu nil parts of the earth and in all 
conditions, the women were groat talkers, 
and it was .several days before we had 
wrangled 
ourselves 
into 
a 
bargain. 


Thou the whole, settlement, with the ex- 
ception of three old women and some of 
the most puny children, went up the 
river to get the supplies w« had loft. In 
(en days they returned and I was im- 
pressed with the fact Hint not an ounce 
of provisions had been touched and not 
an article, was missing. 


"\Vlrt-l«-n;." In lli<- Jnnxle. 


W'ith •women crews and four men who 


had wandered into the village, we de- 
scended the river four days to a village 
of aliout fifty Indians. 
To my great 


.surprise these people were prepared to 
receive me with great hospitality aud 
made it plain that they had known of 
my wlieroahotiU for several days. 


My progress! had been reported to 


them by "wireless" liy .Indians who had 
seen my parly. This "wireless" system 
is common among the Indians of the 
Amazon valleys and is used frequently 
to cull distant groups to tribal gather- 
ings or feasts. 


Two 
long straight sticks of 
bard 


wood are thrust into the ground about 
two feet apart, penetrating about four 
feet. . Kr,,m their tops thongs of n sort 
of 
tough grapevine are stretched 
as 


liifhtly as the strings of a violin and 
fastened lo the branches of a tree over- 
bead. 
Three horizontal bars of hard 


wood are fastened to tiiese thongs, KO 
that the whole resembles a short lad- 
der. Then, with a mallet of hard «ood, 
one of the imlians .strikes upon the hori- 
zontal 
.ii,ioKH, and 
t.iie vibrations 
are 


carried through Ihe ground for a dis- 
tance of fifteen miles. The sound at re- 
ceiving points is like a lone, rumbling 


thud. They have a code of strokes 
which '.'hey cnu send messages of almost 
every 
kind for almost incredible dis- 


tances, the wireless messages being re- 
peated from one village to another. 
In 


i-ase of an 
emergency, when help is 


needed, a general alarm of "S O S" is 
sent out. 


We continued our journey down the 


Icnua in small canoes, and as there ;ire

Strange to say. they dislike In enter each 
other's territory anil, us iniirb as possi- 
ble, keep to themselves. 
The -bodies of 


the males, I noticed, were^ all covered 
with great scars, which is due to n .pe- 
culiar native custom. 


When a hoy reaches the. age of puberty 


he is made to run the fcanllet to prove 
that he is entitled to enter into the, es- 
tate of manhood. 
The entire village is 


drawn up into two lines, the men on one- 
side, the women on the other. All carry 
lashes of tough vine. 
The 
victim is 


obliged'lo run between the lines several 
times during the twenty-four hours and 
tnoli time be is severely tlogced. 
To 


lighten the blow dealt is to insult the 
parents of the candidate for manhood. 
After each onlea! the young man is given 
strengthening meats and herbs to pre- 
pare him for the next. 


The men of, the.---o. tribes bear scars all 


their lives from Hie gantlet ceremony. 


The Indians of this part of the country, 


like those in Peru, are addicted to dope 


The former <-hew the ooca leaf. 


! will throw himself into his hammock and 


sleep for several days. 


These Amazon Indians have many othci 


peculiar customs. At death, for example, 
the body is buried nnd u month later is 
.•xliumed, when certain parts arc burned 
"ff- ' 
ng -i fearful stench. The ashes 


taking. 
while on ti.e. leann a drug known as ranpi 
is used extensively, hut only by the males. 
Its effect is similar lo that of hasheesh 
(Indian hemp) or opium, but is more se- 
vere on the nervous system. On Inking 
ft small drink of it a. man bwomos deathly 
pale and excited, and there is a tremor in 
cvew limb. This soon passes away and a 


are then collected and placed in pots made 
from tree trunks into which intoxicating 
drinks made from y,,,-ca and mannioc 
are poured. 
This horrible mixture is 


passed among the Indians, who get quite, 
drunk on the liquor, which, they believe, 
enables them to acquire the good qualities 
of the deceased. 


Indians arc noted for the manufacture 


of curare, which they use in their blow 
guns. 
The. true character of curare 


was not discovered until a few decades 
ago. 
It is now known that its veno- 


mous properties are due to the presence 
of cururine, a hitler crystalline alkaloid 
obtained 
from 
the 
plant fitrychnos 


loxifera or other plants of this genus 
f 
l(i throughout equatorial America. 


Only two or throe in en in each tribe 


understand the preparation of curare 
and kncnv the plants from which it is 
extracted. 
One of those, a vino grow- 


ing close to the crocks, bears an npple- 
sbaped fruit, containing seeds embedded 
in n very bitter pulp. Tho other, also 
a vino, l,ears small flowers of dark 
MHO, 
but it is only the voots of thin 


that art- used. 
They are crushed nnd 


steeped in water several days. 
The 


first vine is scraped into fine shavings 
and mixed iu a jar with the crushed 


roots of the sor-ond. 
Th» 


pot is then placed over a lire and kept 
simmering for hours. 
The shavings 


are then thrown away and several large 
black ants arc 
added. 
Tin-so aurs, 


tiicunderos, are poisonous, their bite 
being not only painful but dangerous to 
mau. 
The concoction is kept boiling 


until the next morning when it as- 
Kiimos a thick consistency of a brownish 
color anrl is very hitter to the tnste. 
The poison is t.bon tried on some arrows 
and if it comes up to standard is ready 
for use. The Indians always carry a 
small rubber pouch, strapped 
to the 


waist, containing a few drams of curare, 
and are very careful in handling it and 
the 
arrows. 
The 
slightest scratch 


would cause a quick and easy death. 


In a test that I witnessed an Indian 


shot an arrow from his blow-gun at a 
monkey, which received a slight wound. 
The animal instantly stopped his gam- 
hols and seemed to fall asleep, suffer- 
ing no agony whatever, and after five 
or six minute*; its heart ceased beating. 
The meat of animals killec in this way 
i» quite good, the presence of the poison 
hnving no effect on the human stomach, 
as its virulence is manifested only when 
It is ndrninistore.d through the skin. 


Primitive Mentnl Condition*. 


The minds of the Amazon Indians 


are only in a. primitive state, and it is 
difficult to get their opinions on sub- 
jects requiring abstract thought Th« 
savage, I believe, 
thinks o£ nothing 


except matters which concern his imme- 
diate needs. Ho has no curiosity, no 
idea of a Supremo Being, but is free 
from revolting 
superstitions. 


The religion of those Indians con- 


sists o£ a crudo form o£ nature wor- 
ship nnd is exceedijisrlv, nrjjnitiv*.

DC Salvatore Romano have Bought to 
break die fetters, to rise above the life 
of crime they must lend as members of 
the Black Hand, but terror, inspired by 
the vengeance they themselves have 
helped to wreak on others, chills their 
hearts and kills the good purpose in 
them. They are like birds struggling 
with their feet in the lime. 


To so hopelessly baffle men with fear 


the society rtrast hare an intricate and 
harmonious organization, and this it has. 
Many persons will be convinced of the 
grim purposes of the Blnck Hand wl 
they kno-w that the society has its o 
physician* 


This la to maintain secrecy, 


rally enough, nwuiy disputes arisctrThere 
ire fights, and Sicilians do not fight 
with their fists. 
Knife wounds or bul- 


let woands reenlt from thene quarrels. 
Should an ambulance be called, or even 
I physician who Is not a member of the 
Black Hand, a report would of ueces- 
llty be made to the polke. Tina is the 
kuit thing desired. 


It is for this reason that the Black 


Hand society has a corps of physicians. 
ft Is not only to attend those injured in 
petty quarrels that the physicians are 
leeded. The code of the Black Hand 
prescribe* certain offences for which a 
nan most fight to preserve big honor, 
fheee affairs of honor call merely for 
Bie drawing of blood by one of the' 
principal*. 


Then there are fights hetw*!n mem- 


kere of the Black Hand and other crim- i 
tnals, between Black Hnudprs and the 
I 


jolice, and sometimes even the victim 
»f a vendetta has an opportunity to put 
IP a fight and those who carry out the 
lecrees of the society need medical at- 
tention. 


Dr. SaJvatore Romano was one of the 


physicians of the Black Hand wietr' 
How he was drawn into tho not nnd 
what he was forced to do, thouch not 
ictually a member of the society, is » 
remarkable story nnd thrown a great 
leal of light on the methods nnd or- 
ranizaOon of th« K.vntom of which Lnpo ' 
ind Morello were the beads, 
j 


Dr. Romano lived in .NVw York with ! 


tls mother, who w«n from O>rleon«. 
Sicily, where she and her mr/r.ner had 
wen very friendly with the family of 
tforcilo. 


While young Romano was n rtudont 


m the College of Physirinns and Sur- 
reons, a branch of Columbia TJniv.-niity 
hi tho city of New Tork. his mother re- 
ceived a letter demanding a certain 
amount of money under penalty of Snl- 
vatnre's death. The young m,in'H mother 
and grandmother were very much fright- 
ened. Because di-y f^red Io eicitp ,lim 
and cause him to fail in his «xajninationii 
they told the boy nothing ,,f tl,,. iett,.r, 
Irat the grandmother went to Morello ami 
ihowed it to him. She knew that he had 
leadings with men of Questionable char- 
acter, and thought that possibly he might 
be able to use his acquaintance to huh) 
them. 


"Don't worry," nald Morello to the 


»ged woman, who had hem tt frieilll of 
nl« mother. "Thwe men will not act too 
quickly. 
They would rather got the 


money than take tho life of the \,oy u,lt 
above ail do n..t let thin mutter get to 
the cars of the poli.-e. That would mean I 
his certain death—death in iu worst I 
fortn. 


"Do not send the money either. Wait 


lor a. Becood letter, which will certainly 
come; then we caa decide upon the best 
coar»e of action." 


Two more letters were received by die 


Romanes and taeh time the grand- 
mother went to Mortllo, who took die 
letters from her because he said be 
wished to study them. 
Morello never 


gave the letters back. When the fourth 
letter was received Morello took it as he 
had the others and after a few days 
in which ho said ho wa« studying the 
handwriting, announced that he had dis- 
covered the origin of tie letter. 


Thia he never divulged to the Ro- 


manes, merely telling them that he found 
the blackmailers were willing to settle 
for $1,000, but that he would offer them 
$100. 
The family wenld have been glad 


to pay die money in order to safeguard 
Salvatore, but Morello would not hear 
of this. 
"I will pay the $100," he told Mrs. 


Romano, "and later I will recover It 
Circumstances will not permit of my 
refusing to pay at all, but be assured 
that when I have had time to reaA the 
blackmailers through certain channels, 
the money will be returned to me." 


The mother aad grandmother of die 


young physician were deeply touched by 
wihat they considered Morello's unselfish 
friendship for them. The whole affair 
seemed nettled to the satisfaction of all, 
and young Romano was told about it. 
His mother and grandmother impressed 
upon him the gratitude that he should 
Entertain toward Morello for possibly 
saving his life, and certainly savins the 
familj from great suffering. 


Shortly after Salvatore Romano grad- 


uated from the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons ho was called to attend Mo- 
ello. Glad at an opportunity to repay 
n a measure the kindness which the 
Sicilian had shown his family, when 
Horello did not offer to pay for Dr. 
fcomano's professional services too young 
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Jiliyni- inn felt that he was only discharg- 
ing n <Ic|>r. 


Later Salvatore wan called upon to at- 


tend 
Mon-llo's 
brothers-in-luw—Lima, 


Sulima and l.upo. 
It was thcu but a 


sliiirl bti-p to having him treat un-ail.era 
of tht-ir families, and before long Dr. 
ICimiauo Wiis the regular physician f,^r a 
number of mtn, all of wliom were mem- 
bers of the I!!a<-k liaui Society. Never 
a penny did he r,;oeive for bis services, 
and at last he arrived in Buffalo, where 
he cstiiblished i iir:«..:tico, because he 
conk! n>,t make money in New York, 
while all Us time was required to attend 
lilark Bunders and their families. 


Tiie fecJing of gratitude which Dr. Ro- 


mano felt wore off nfter a time, but he 
forbore to break entirely with Morello, 
f-ir he feared vengeance. 
Shortly after 


.he went ti> Buffalo Lupo, ilorello and 
other cotiuierfuhers were arrested and 
put ou trial in New York city. 
Know- 


ing that Mori-Ho's only hope lay in estab- 
lishing 
an 
alibi, 
tho 
counterfeiter's 


mother and wife went to Mm. Romano 
and urged her to beg her sou to testify 
to clear Morello. 


Mrs. Romano was still grateful for 


what she considered an act of friendship 
on the part of Morello and tixongh she 
feared her son wonld get into trouble if 
he testified, she wrote to him advising 
him to go to New York and for die last 
time do a favor for Morello. 


Dr. Romano knew that to Bare Morello 


he must commit perjury. 
He did not 


wish to do so, and he felt diat he had 
more than settled accounts with die 
Black Hander and his friends. 
Yet he 


know the type of men with whom he 
was dealing. There was no longer any 
doubt in his mind that Morello was one 
of tho Black Hand members. If the 
society had been ready to tnko his life for 
$1,000, would they hesitate to kill his 
modier if he refused to testify for them? 


There was no sleep for the physician. 


In his dreams he saw his mother leaving 
her home on\her daily missions while 
black browed Sicilians trailed her, ready 
to strike at the word of the chief. This 
mother, whom he loved above all other 
women, was in danger of death, perhaps 
worse than death, every minute that he 
delayed.

It wan a telegram sent by "NiHt" 


TorranoTa that decided him. There was

first to his niutliiar's, where he met Nick 
Terra nova, who explained that it was 
desired that he testify that Morcllo was 
not out of the house from the last of 
December to the first of March. 


VHow often ure you going to say you 


saw him?" usked Terranova. 


^ "Once a week," replied the physician. 
"I want to go as lightly as possible, so 
that I will not get into trouble." 


'"You cannot get into trouble—not by 


sticking to us," Terranova told him very 
pointedly. 
"But once a week is not 


enough to say you saw him. You most 
say. Twice a week.' There will be no 
trouble. He was so pale and so well dis- 
guised diat no one seeing him would have 
known him during the time regarding 
which you will testify." 


While Morcllo was being taken from 


the Tombs to the conrt room Dr. Ro- 
mano managed to speak a few words to 
him, telling him that he would testify 
to having visited him twice a week 
throughout January and February be- 
cause he was so affected with rheuma- 
tism diat he could not leave -the house. 


Tho physician dirt as he promised end 


the result was he was indicted by die 
lirand Jury for perjury, but was not 
convicted. 


Eight men hud been watching Morello 


continually 
throughout January 
and 


February and I knew positively diat Dr. 
Romano's testimony was not correct 
When I brought him to Now York and 
Questioned him he told me the whole 
story substantially as I have presented 
it to you. 


Dr. Brancato also attended Lupo, 


Morello ^and otter Black Handera on 
several occasions. Romano was a dupe 
of die society. He told me that he be- 
lieved Dr. Brancato was also a dupe. I 


"Don't Worry," Said Morello to the Aged Woman, 


had my opinion as to diat, but at any 
rule he was not convicted of perjury, 
though he w:is brought to trial. 


Although 
Dr. Romano was never 


initiated into the Black Hand Society, 
other physicians were, and they were 
utilized for the purposes 
I have de- 


scribed. 
I said that die rules of the 


society called for a certain line of con- 
duct under certain circumstances and 
that as a result the offices of a physician 
were frequently in demand. 


The ruins of tue Black Ha'ad were 


actually codified. 
The society is not 


governed merely by unwritten law. In 
the possession of Rudolph Palermo, c-ne 
of the men arrested for counterfeiting. I 
found a cote hook in which were in- 
scribed in Sicilian the laws of the so- 
ciety. 
As nearly as possible they are 


translated word for word as they were 
written in the note book. 


FIRST.—Whoever confides to a. per- 


son not belonging to the society the 
operations of his companions, or by 
word or deed, seriously or in fooling, 
offends a companion, or who is- not 
dignified or does not respect the re- 
cruiu (who must be commanded in 
nothing save the affairs of the society) 
or who refuses to mount guard on his 
day, gets drunk or quarrels with a 
companion, or when called by a com- 
panion on business of the society re- 
fuses to comply, or who leaves town 
for more than one day without letting 
it be known, shall be punished by a 
fine of $20 and can not come to his 
place. 


But the companions who judge him 


-T"** k* all of one accord, pro or con. 
When any companion of the society 
go«» away he must leave his address 
and must vest in some other corn- 
companion, or when called by « com, 
upon for the business of the society he 
must go to the place specified at the 
expense of the parties interested. 


SECOND.—He who swear, falsely 


on his admission, who draws a weapon 
without his companion draws another 
ot the s«me dimension, always with 
the point uncovered, if it is a knife, 
or who fights a duel with a companion 
of the society without the permission 
ot the society, shall be undressed 


THIRT. iePrived of h'« rights), 
IfUKU.—-T h e 
companion w h o 


knows of the fault of another and does 
not inform the society at large is liable 
to the same penalty. 


FOURTH.—He that does not attend 


at the precise hour of the meeting of 
the BLACKMAILERS OF THE DA£ .» 


do his duty without any orders, shall 
be punished. If he explains his late- 
ness in a manner satisfactory to the 
society he will be pardoned and may 
take his place. Otherwise he may not 
participate at the next division. 


F1F1 H.—A recruit who produces 


gain to the society is entitled to one- 
fifth of it as his own share. 


SIXTH.—The society cannot act 


without the consent of all the com- 
panions. Even the opposition of one 
mouth is enough to overrule the opin- 
ions of all the others, always provid- 
ing the person objecting gives a rea- 
sonable explanation for his views. 


SEVENTH,—No companion who be- 


comes a member of the society may in 
any way alter its rules. 


EIGHTH.—Every meeting of the 


society must be announced to those 
on duty on the day of the meeting at 
least twenty-four hours before it takes 
place, except in cases of emergency. 


NINTH.-—The d»te and place of 


meetings is absolutely in the hands of 
the head of the society, and none may 
oppose him. 


These are die rules which bind die 


men who thrive on blackmail, murder 
counterfeiting and die kidnapping o 
children.

His power is 
greater than that of most princes, 
greater even than many Presidents'': he 
has in his hands the welfare of more 
than a quarter of a million men; he is 
directly responsible for the outlay of 
seven hundred million dollars a year, 
and he make* less fuss about it all than 
the manager of a little motion picture 
house in a small city. 


A man may not T>e Judged by his ap- 


pearance; he cannot always be judged 
by what he says of himself, even when 
be saye nothing; his character cannot be 
estimated by what men say of him. The 
nan must be gauged wholly by whnt he 
*xpre9ses; by the extent to which he 
strives to bring into actuality the ideals 
he has formulated or conceived. The 
man lives in his works, and by these 
shall ye know him. 
To the writer of 


these lines a man of the commercial 
world spoke of Judge Gary:— 


"Judge Gary is a live wire." said this

tools within their reach and tiptoed away ,

Men like Judge 
Gnry know this to bo n fallacy, and they 
realize thnt.sympathy nnd understanding 
have a cash value thnt is expressed in 


! dividends. These men think well before 


they net and net well whnt they think. 


Why JIc Is Sm-vrxxrm. 


A well known lawyer lohl me some 


time ago that Judge Gary was a success 
because he had the legal mind. 
It is 


true that he spent some twenty-five 
years in the practice of law in Chicago; 
true that he enjoyed an excellent repu- 
tation for his legal talents, hut it is not 
at nil true that Judge Gnry has the 
legal mind. 
That is another mistake. 


After talking to him. rending what he 
has written nnd what he has said. I 
know thnt Judge G«ry has the judicial 
mind, which is a fnr higher tyipe of 
mental equipment ami one thnt can only 
be obtained by n. broad, general culture 
and an intellectual poise. 
To illustrate 


the difference:—A man may have the 
mental qunlitics of .1 great lawyer; he 
may have the greatest possible respect 
for the law and its administration; he 
may govern himself and his environment 
in strict accordance with legal principles, 
hut—nnd here is the fatal defect -those 
la-ws and principles may be bad laws 
and principles, and the mnn'e acts will 
'be colored by thnt quality. On the other 
hand, the man who is anxious only that 
absolute, exact nnd impartial justice be 
accorded one and all alike stands closer 
in his notions to the source of true jus- 
tice, which, as we of this land have 
known, is not always consequent upon 
these a very modest gentleman behind 
a pair of tortoise shell rimmed glasses— 
law. 
A short time ago Judge Gary 


stood up nnd said:— 


"We sometimes forget that it is the

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icquaintance emphatically. 


It is my desire to controvert that as- 


tertion absolutely and just as emphati 
cally. Judge Gary is not a "live wire' 
nor anything so enthusiastically ineffi- 
rient, neither is he a "hustler," nor does 
he deal in "punches" or any ware if that 
kind. He is a thoroughly and very quiet- 
ly capable person, the very antithesis of 
ill that the above terms imply. He is 
i quiet man typifying force—the force 
Khat lies in expansion—and he is ef- 
ficient because he possesses a care- 
fully gathered fund of accurate knowl- 
»dge. 
America as a nation is begin- 


ning to recover from the belief that 
the "hustler" and the "live wire" are 
valuable adjuncts to n business. The 
commercial world is learning thAt the 
"rusher" is too expensive, for he re- 
quires an ambulance corps to gather up 
the devastation he has left in his wake 
and an adjuster to pick up the essential 
details he skipped in his mad progress. 
The man to-day is the Shorough m«n— 
the man who knows. We are taking 
down our "Do It Now" nnd "This Is My 
Busy Day" signs, and replacing them 
with the slogans "Efficiency, Thorongh- 
kcss, Aeon racy." 


He !• Infenaely Human. 


Judge Gary sits in a great, light of- 


fice facing the West, out of which he 
came. The Hudson River lies beneath 
kis windows. There is a great table in 
the centre of the room, and at the south 
Mid of this is a modest blotting pad, an 
(qnally modest inkstand, and bent over 
i modest gentleman who can push a 
button and summon eighteen corporation 
presidents to his side. When Judge Gary 
talks he reveals some of the secret of his 


final results; that they may establish 
and abolish governments; that they may 
make and unmake constitutions. Sooner 
or later they bring about conditions sat- 
isfactory to them, even by reporting to 
destructive measures.

over the country in the last few years. 
Those in touch with great business, great 
reforms or great movements of any kind 
are well aware that the mornle of the 
land is higher than it was some time ngo. 
There has been a spiritual nwnkening. 
There i* a loftier stnndard of business 


tions, the ethiis of our national life have 
progressed amazingly. 
Such commercial 


scnmlnls ns rocked our national crnft a 
fuw short years buck are unthinkable to- 
day. There has beun an awakening in- 
ilcorl. Nine yours ago Judge Gnry began 
to write, to tnlk. to inculcate the broad 
principles of n higher business practice. 
In his letter files lo-clay are the copies 
of scores of communications to many 
men advocating, nny, urging, that the

product of a moral ;;ro\vth. 


Three years la lor, when l.ho financial 


cyclone hnd dcM-cmled upnn the Innd, 
occurred t:hc first, of the famous "Gary 
dinners" given at. the Waldorf. There 
en the evening of November 20, ]f)07. 
Judge Gary first, publicly set forth his 
belief in the f u t u r e practice that must 
ensue. 
He believed that the time hnd 


coine-lhe. time of the greatest indus- 
trial depression—when the ethics of busi- 
ness must be improved. 


"[ Ivolieve," «nid ho, "that (hero is n 


feeling throughout the country that the 


passing of prosperity is due to « targe 
extent to wrongdoing in high places." 


It is true that his address on this oc- 


casion had to do mainly with the con- 
duct of. the iron and Ktcol industry, but 
the principle* i,0 adumbrated were ap- 
plicjhle—and came lo find adoption— 
in 'nil other induslrios. 
At that dinner 


Judge Gary advocated flntfootedly the 
adoption of n doctrine of "eo-operntion 
nnd conciliation" as the first needful 
step toward rehabilitation. 
Some time 


Inter lie rryslnlligod his remarks ns de- 
livered at that first dinner in the fol- 
lowing words:— 


"In the days gone hy, never to re- 


turn, it is hoped, it: was a common prac- 
tice for competitors in business lo act 
on the basis that permanent success 
could be reached and enjoyed only by 
those having the greatest strength or 
power nnd tho longest: purse. As a re- 
sult it frequently happened that the 
weaker nnd poorer were crushed or de- 
stroyed.

All there Is ,,f a man is the result of 


what he thinks, and as the thinking i. 
good or ill B0 gravitates the character 
of the man to that or this extreme 
It 


is thought that constitutes character 
aud it is character that expresses th« 
real "inn. All men do not express their 
thoughts fully, and not all thoughts are 
extoninlized in action, and yet Judg» 
Gury has done his share in this direc- 
tion. 


The man who could say in his plea for 


fair dealing. 'Trioes should at all tim«i 
be reasonable and fair. The mere fact 
that the demand is greater than the «m>- 
ply, tint the necessities of the purchaser 
are great, does not justify an increase in 
price, nor does the fact that the demand 
is less than the supply furnish an argu- 
ment for decreasing the price," is a. man 
who believes in justice. The man -who 
could later fight tenaciously to see that 
idea upheld in practice is expressing hj» 
character. 


The man who a little later can state 


in public that his earnest convictions are 


the side of a greater love for his fel- 


man in these words, "The world 
rowing better.

Blln"' even in bnein«88 mat- 
ters. Vywtitute the principle 'Right it 
might' for the old sentiment that 'Might 
is right' 
We ought to be working 


together and for one another.

generous to each other," has expressed his 
ideals, but when he sees to it that the 
corporation of which he in the head ex- 
pends a trifle over seven million dollars • 
year in trying to increase the well being 
of a quarter of a million of its men, h« li 
a practical construction ist 


Judge Gary now and again ealte to- 


gether those eighteen presidents of th« 
Steel corporation. He likes to get them 
in the big room nnd talk to them 
about the conduct of their business. Go- 
ing back to the era when presidents of 
great companies thought thoughts ol 
"the public be dnmned" order, one may 
wonder at the spectacle of eighteen big 
business men whose annual incomes in 
the aggTcgate arc close to a million a 
year listening to such words as these:— 


"There is no better way. gentlemen, ot 


advancing vjr own interests than to con- 
duct ourselves in snvh a manner as to 
make it certain that we are endeavoring 
to promote the welfare of the others with 
whom we <vme In contact." 


It may be that the spectre of govern- 


ment ownership is c^tjnu a dwp shado, 
upon the times; it may be that the modi- 
fied socialistic tendencies so plenteonsly 
prwnulgnted are threatening the stabil- 
ity of established institutions. 
What- 


ever the cmwc may be, industrial !ead«« 
nix- realizing that justice nnd right must 
prevail if the grout industries are to re- 
main. 
Judge Gary during many year* 


h.is understood that the time must com. 
when the corporations shnll submit them- 
selves to clnsMfieiition as public servant* 
rather thnn privnti; kingdom* OC eminent 
domain. Me bus no hesitation in affirm- 
ing that, and y..u believe him when hi 
«nys it, for if there is one Gary nttribut« 
that "sticks out" it is sincerity. The legis- 
lators who quizzed him during nine grill- 
ing days of investigation in the govern- 
ment suit for the dissolution of the cor- 
poration frankly ndmit that, nnd it il ' 
generally rewgnizr-d that the amicable 
nature of the suit, the manner of its 
conduct nnd the expected justice of the 
verdict to come arc Inrgely due to th« 
methods pursued hy Judge Gnry. 
* 


Judge Elbert H. Gnry helievos in the 


government repnilntion of industrial in- 
terests nnd wide publicity for the nffairt 
of these industries. 
He is emphatically 


for such procedure. Ho would see estab- 
lished a f.nleral commission along the 
lines of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to Ir/ok after the industries OT 
companies engaged in interstate busi- 
ness. 
This commission should be em- 


powered to issue a federal license to do 
business only after proper investigation 
into the formation and conduct of the 
business 
involved; 
he 
believes 
rhi« 


license Bhwuld be revoc-aWc for cause or 
proof of wrongdoing. 
OvercapitaHjatlon 


or "watering." as it has been called, 
would be sufficient cause for tie with- 
holding or revocation of a license; to 
would price discrimination, and he be- 
lievoa the commission should htrre power 
to fix prices so far as necessary to pre- 
vent monopoly and restraint of trade. 
In conclusion Judjtc Gary will OTTO up 
for you his conviction In the following 
words:— 


"What is needed Is fair, fconetit and 


healthy competition. It is the opposite 
of restraint of trade. Unrestrained com- 
petition in the end results in monopoly 
and the restraint of trade." 


It requires some perception of the 


future trend of events and of the rights 
nnd needs of humanity to express that 
plnn, nnd then he prepared to stick by 
its results. It is my personal belief that 
Judge Gnry is more interested in seeing 
justice done all around than he is ia 
seeing vast dividends piled up. That 
doesn't, menn he is not. interested in divi- 
dends, however, for if he were not there 
would be no justice for the stockholder, 
•who needs it just as much ns any 


tiddler. As nn experiment I expressed 
.bat belief, nnd then I discovered what 
I had suspected, for Judge Gnry po*- 
*esses a sense of humor. He said: 


"I hope others may believe ns well of 


me." 


While the remark amused him the fact 


remains thnt practically every speech 
made by him, every statement issued by 
him in the hist eight years has carried 
that Idea of justice—thnt and the need 
for the improvement of business conduct. 
Judge Gary ia n conservative progressive 
in politics, or n progressive cona»vntive 
if yon prefer that form.

The neck, although not 


choice meat, is thick and short on a 
good steer. 
The shoulder should be 


evenly covered, compact and wide at 
the top. While width of shoulders at 
the top is a mark of a good feeder, 
steers with extremely wide shoulders 
should not be selected, for they are 
usually coarse. The shoulder should 
blend smoothly with the neck, leaving 
no crease or definite line where the 
neck and shoulder meet. The rump 
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should b» long, wide and level. A 
drooping rump Is undesirable. 


The coupling, that Is the distance 


from the last rib to the "hook," or 
hip point, should be short In accord- 
ance with the general compactness 
desired throughout. The steer should 
also be wide In this region and well 
muscled, with no indication of being 
sway backed. This Is the region ot the 
loin from v/hlch valuable cuts are 
taken. 


Select steers with short legs, for 


short legs decrease the amount of oftal 
and Increase the killing percentage. 
Also, short-legged animals do not 
travel about much. 
They thus save 


their energy and use their feed for 
gain. A strong bone without coarse- 
ness Is to be desired. Too much re- 
finement Is assoctete&SJYitti^a -weak 
constitution. 


Symmetry of outline, or* "balancing 


of parts, is a very Important point In 
selecting steers. 
By symmetry is 


meant a general uniformity through- 
out with no part out of proportion 
with any other'part. Depth of chest 
should be balanced by depth of twist, 
and width of shoulders should be ac- 
companied by width throughout. 


In addition to the foregoing points, 


the steer should have a pliable skin of 
reasonable thickness, covered by a 
heavy mossy coat of hair. 
Pliability 


j of skin and mossiness of coat Indicate 


1 thrift and general well being. 
Thick- 


ness of skin and hair Indicates good 
constitution. 


Beef cattle on the 'market are 


classed according to the commercial 
use for which they are adapted. 
"Class" designates the use to which an 
animal Is to be put. "Grade" Indi- 
cates the quality or degree of fitness 
of the animal In that class. The same 
grades, prime, choice, good medium. 
fair, common, and poor or Inferior, 
run down through the classes from the 
best to the poorest In the order above 
named. 


The highest percentage of good cats 


and the least waste In killing are the 
qualities desired In beef steers. 
In 


selecting feeders, however, a strong 
frame with plenty of room for vital

A 
side view of the body from hocks and 
knees to back bone should show a well 
filled rectangle. 
The general form 


should be compact and deep and 


broad. Short legged animals are de- 
sirable. 
Good balance or proportion 


of parts Is very Important 
Feeders 


are usually bought at the big markets 
or from local buyers. 
High priced 


land cannot be profitably used to raise 
steers. When to buy. depends largely 
on the buyer's equipment, the amount 
and time he Intends to feed, and on 
the condition of the steers. 


It costs more per pound to fatten a 


steer than the extra flesh will sell for, 
consequently the selling price for the 
whole carcass must be enough greater 
per pound to pay the loss on the added 
lesh and make a profit. The differ- 
ence between the cost price per hun- 
dred pounds of the feeder and the sell- 
ing price per hundred pounds of the 
same steer when fat, Is called "the 
feeding margin." 
There must always 


be a sufficient margin to break even: 
A greater margin means a profit. The 
necessary margin depends on the cost 
of leads, the ability of the' steer to 
make gains, the initial cost and weight, 
distance from market, season of year, 
the length of the feeding season. 


Cattle are usually fed sixty to ninety 


days, as a longer period often does not 
pay. It Is the best to select that grade 
of feeders which seems at the time of 
buying, to offer the widest margin, or 
the quickest gains in flesh on a nar- 
rower margin. It may sometimes be 
better to fatten thin stockers up to the' 
butcher class than selected feeders up 
to prime beef. Selling to a local buyer 
is usually the best policy unless one 
has two or more carloads to market. 
However, shipping to the market has 
advantages as well as risks. The best 
time to market Is when prices are go- 
ing up, for there Is then a keener de- 
mand.

NO FRUIT WITHOUT BEXOL 


If there were no bees, fruit tree* 


and other plants could not prodttc* 
any fruit. 
Apple, plum, cucumber, 


clover, alslke. alfalfa are fertilize* 
by bees. 
Honey is the bait with 


which the bee is Induced to perform 
this task. The colored, fragrant pet* 
als of the blossom are the advertising 
signboard te'llng the bee where tha 
honey may be round. If the blostom 
Is to "set fruit" the bee with Its fuwy. 
body must brush tome of the yellow 
dust called pollen from the male or- 
gans or anthers at the bottom of tha 
blossom, and flying away to another 
bloesom, deposit this pollen on tha 
female organ called the stigma. Tha' 
blossoms are *o arranged that to gat 
at tha honey the bee must fin* 
bruih, with Its pollen-covered body, 
against the stigma, thus completing 
the pollination. 
A* soon a* it ha» 


performed this duty. It may draw a 
check for the work In the form of a 
drop of honey at the bottom of tha 
blossom. While drawing this p*y tha

Those who have 
heeded this admonition of the ento- 
mologists and followed their recom- 
mendations have satisfied themselves 
that in spite of the enormous damage 
done by this scale, there ara methods 
which, U* properly pursued, will re- 
duce Injury to the minimum.

suffers heavy losses and eventually Is

Tho 
young scale has legs, antennae and 
eyes, it moves about over the twigs 
for some hours, then settles down and 
begins to push its mouth parts slowly 
Into the bark to the sap beneath. A 
ocale-like covering now begins to be 
formed, coming from all parts of the 
body and looking at first like waxy 
filaments or threads, which later fuse 
together, making, with the cost skins, 
an entire covering over the Insect. All 
young San Joso scale look alike In 
size, color and shape until the first 
molt, about twelve days after birth, 
but from then on there is a very great 
difference. 
The male scale, which is 


smaller. Is now elongate, while the 
female scale Is circular, or nearly so, 
both aexes losing legs and antennae. 


and thn female her eyes. In from 24 
to 2fl days from birth the male comes 
from under tho scale In the form of 
a minute and extremely delicate two- 
winged, fly-like Insect. 


It takes the female aboutthlrty days 


to develop fully. From thirty-three to 
forty days from birth she gives birth 
to a now generation. Each female Is 
supposed to produce 200 male and 200 
female young: this being so, and 
counting four generations in a season, 
there will be produced, according to 
Dr. L. O. Howard. 8,216.080.400 male 
and female scales from one progenitor 
In a year.

PLANTS DANGKROTJS TO STOCK. 


The department of agriculture 1s 


trying to eliminate the danger to cat- 
tle from poisonous plants on national 
forest ranges. Of these plants, lark- 
spur, loco weed, death camos and 
water hemlock are tho most poison- 
ous. 
Larkspur does the most harm 


because It Is so widely dlstribu'od and 
Is particularly bad for cattle. Ordi- 
narily horses will not eat larkspur, and 
sheep can eat It without apparent In- 
Jury. 


Too much forcing in a young pig Is 


sure to cause a breaking down in the 
feet, and too free a corn ration Is apt 
to produce the same result. 


A little alfa'fa makes the corn stick 


to tho pig's ribs. 


Bore an Inch and a half auger-hole 
live Inches from each end and *ttacn 
under each hole a sack five Inches 
wide by about fifteen Inchea Ion*. 
These sacks can be made from un- 
starched sheeting. If It is found that 
the poison Is being applied too fait or 
too slow the proportion of lime (or 
flour) 
and Paris green must be 


changed so that the required amount 
of actual poison will be Applied per 
acre. 


By the use of this apparatus a good 


operator can treat cotton very rapidly. 
The laborer walks along, swinging and 
shaking the duster from which a cloud 
of the poison Is shaken and which 
settles on all parts of the cotton plants. 
While such a treatment osjjnot destroy 
all boll-worms on the cotton, yet If 
given at the right time It will kill so 
many of the young worms as to 
greatly reduce their Injuries. This ap- 
paratus Is entirely practicable for the 
farmer who grows up" to about 60 acres 
of cotton. 
An application of the 


poisoned dust about the 
first of 


August may serve other purposes, for 
It may check the first ravages of the 
cotton worm, or the new cotton beetle 
or other leaf-feeding Insects which 
might .be gaining a start. The poison 
may be applied pure or mixed with an 
equal quantity of flour or air-slaked 
lime, but should be1 applied at the rate 
of from 2 to 8 pounds of the Paris 
green to the acre. It Is easier to ap- 
ply tho poison when mixed than to 
apply Paris green alone. 


There are various ways of routing 


that universal pest, the cabbage worm. 
Road 
dust, wood ashes or flour 


sprinkled Ughtly over the cabbage 
heads when wet with dew will Inter- 
fere with the workings of the Insect. 
Soap suds sprinkled over the plants 
hits also the desired effect. But, per- 
haps there Is nothing more satisfac- 
tory than salt and water. 
This not 


only finishes the worms but tends to 
make the heads develop more fully. 


TWO USEFUL BIRDS OF THE FARM AND OFXHARD 


At the present time many kinds of 


useful birds need direct Intervention 
In their behalf as. never before. The 
encroachments of civilization on tim- 
bered tracts and the methods of 
modern Intensive cultivation by de- 
stroying 
or 
restricting 
breeding 


grounds of birds, tend to diminish 
their ranks. 
The number of Insect 


pests, on the other hand. Is all the 
time Increasing hy leaps and bounds 
through 
Importations from abroad 


and by migration from adjoining terri- 
tories. Every effort, therefore, should 
be made to augment the numbers of 
our useful birds by protecting them 
from their enemies, by providing nest- 
ing facilities, and by furnishing them 
food In times of stress, especially In 
winter. 


Birds occupy a unique position 


among the enemies of Insects, since 
their power of flight enables them at 
short notice to gather at points where 
there are abnormal Insect outbreaks.

Two useful 


birds—quite unllK« in appearance, but 
similar in that they befriend the farm- 
er, are the bobwhite and ruffed grouse. 


The former Is known everywhere by 
the clear whistle that suggests its 
name. The bobwhite Is loved by every 
dweller In the country and Is better 
known to more hunters In the United 
States than any other game bird. It 
Is no less appreciated on the table 
than In the field, and In many states 
has unquestionably been hunted too 
closely. Fortunately It seems to be 
practicable to propagate the bird to 
captivity, and much Is to bo hoped for 
In this direction. Half the food of this 
quail consists of weed seeds, almost a 
fourth of grain and about a tenth of 
wild fruits. 
Although thus eating 


grain, the bird gets most of It from 
stubble. Fifteen per cent of the bob- 
white's food Is composed of Insects, 
Including several of the most serious 
peats of agriculture. 
It feeds freely 


upon potato bugs and chinch bugs; It 
devours cucumber beetles, wlreworms, 
clover-leaf weevils, cotton-boll weevils, 
army worms, cutworms and Rocky 
Mountain locusts. Take It all In all, 
the bobwhite Is very useful to the 
.farmer, and vhlle It may not be neces- 
sary to remove It from the list of game 
birds, every farmer should see that hla 
own farm Is not depleted by eager 
sportsmen. 


The beautiful ruffed grouse Is found 


In the northern two-thirds of the 
United States and In the forested parts 
of Canada, This, the famed drummer 
and finest game bird of the northern 
woods, is unusually wild and wary and 
under reasonable protection will with- 


stand the attacks of hunters. Mor*> 
over, when reduced In number*. It 
responds to protection In a gratifying 
manner and has proved to be well 
adapted to propagation under arti- 
ficial condition* 
Wild fruits an*

browse make up the bulk ot the vege- 
table food of this species. It U Terr 
fond of hazlenuts, beechnut*, cheat* 
nuts, and acorna, and It eats practi- 
cally all kinds of wild berrle* and 
other fruits. Nearly 60 kinds of frulU 
have been Identified from the stomach 
contents examined.

portant pests devoured by this bird arw 
the potato beetle, clover-root weevil, 
the striped flea beetle, grape vine lea* 
beetle.

While the economic record of the 


ruffed grouse la commendable. It do** 
not call for more stringent protection 
than Is necessary to maintain the 
species in reasonable numbers.

They say ba'bed wire has 
no advantage over smooth wire, that 
It Injuies stock, and that It Is more 
likely to be borne down by soft enow. 

In 
Oregon, recently constructed 
drift 


fences of smooth wire, though with 
some misgivings; now they say they 
will never use barbed wire again.

Disease Unknown Twenty Years Ago. 


''I have no doubt, that there are be- 


tween :in.()00 Km) T.'i.niN) cases of pellagra 
in the I'niti'd States today—almost all 
south of the Mason and 
Dixon 
line. 


Prior to twenty years ago the disease 
was practically unknown in this country. 
If here at all it was only in sporadic 
form until IflnT or IflOS, when it became 
epidemic. It was very virulent at flrst, 
but is now decreasing in virulence. 


"As a result, o'f our investigation *.rc 


have completely rejected the theory that 
pellagra is caused by eating spoiled corn. 
The theory of Dr. Snmhon that pellagra 
is transmitted by the buffalo gnat ban 
also been exploded, in my opinion. T 
accompanied Dr. Sambon to the West 
Indies nnd Panama last winter and we 
found pellagra on islands on which there 
was not n trace of the buffalo gnat. 
AVo were inclined to believe for a while, 
that if any insect was to Maine for pel- 
lagra suspicion pointed to the stable 
fly. but have concluded if the insect, 
theory is correct, the guilt; must lie on 
an insect more intimately associated 
with man than the stable fly—possibly 
the body louse. 


"Pellagra is undoubtedly an infection, 


but it is not easily transmissible from 
one person to another. Persons who con- 
tract pellagra usually are run down in 
health find have n predisposition which 
makes them unable to resist the dis- 
ease.
